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ULSTER IN DEFIANT MOOD

BALFOUR’S DENUNCIATIONS, OF 
HOME RULE WARMLY CHEERED. 


4 HUGE PROCESSION IN BELFAST— 
DUBLIN 8TUDENTS BURN THE GLAD- 
8TONE BILL—THE RIGHT TO REBEL 
AGAINST THE “‘TYRANNY OF MA- 
JORITIES "—ADVICE RELISHED. 


Bewrast, April 4.—The great gathering to 
protest against Irish home rule began to-day. 
The railway trains brought thousands of people 
to Belfast, and the streets were thronged with 
enthusiastic crowds. Everybody wore a badge 
in imitation of the union jack, signifying devo- 
tion to the union. 

At noon the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
Marquis and Marohioness of Londonderry, the 
Duke of Abercorn, the Mayor of Belfast, and 
other leading Unionists headed a huge proces- 
sion of Orangemen, of members of Unionist 
Clubs, Odd Fellows, and other organizations, 
whieh marched through the streets wearing the 
full regalia of their respective orders. The pro- 
cession was swelled by students from Dublin in 
their gowns. A great crowd lined the streets 
all the way to the Botanic Gardens. 

Mr. Balfour rode in a carriage bareheaded, 
constantly bowing in recognition of the greet- 
ings of the multitude. The bright, sanshiny 
weather, the gayly-decorated buildings, and the 
great mass of marching organizations, with the 
attendant crowds, all combined to make a most 
brilliant and impressive spectacle. 

Upon arriving at the grand stand, Mr. Bal- 
four, the Duke of Abercorn, the Marquis of 
Londonderry, and their party ascended the 
stand and reviewed the procession. The march- 
ing multitude oheered vociferously as they 
passed, and the Dublin students tore in shreds 
and then burned and trampled upon a copy of 
the Irish Home Rule bill in front of the grand 
stand, while Mr. Balfour smiled and nodded 
approval of the demonstration. 

The enthusiasm of the day’s demonstration 
culminated in the reception of Mr. Balfour 
when he appeared before the mass meeting to 
make his attack upon Mr. Gladstone’s Home 
Rule bill. Cheer followed cheer as he advanced 
to the front of the platform. When he began to 
speak his voice was lost in the shouts of the 
multitude. He stood for five minutes watching 
the waving hats and handkerohiefs and wait- 
ing for the uproar to cease, and then, while the 
audience took breath, he opened his address. 
After touching upon the history of Uleter and 
praising the loyalty, tenacity, and bravery of 


the men of Ulster, he analyzed the Home Rule 
bill in the manner already adopted by him in 
the House of Commons. Toward the close of 
hie speech he devoted his attention to the prob- 
able effect that the bill, if passed, would have 
upon Protestant Ireland. He could not wonder, 
he said, that such a crazy and unjust measure 
as the one last concocted by Mr. Gladstone had 
exhausted the forbearance of the Ulster loyal- 
ists. He could not wonder that their indigna- 
tion had broken over all bounds and that they 
felt ready to resort to extreme measures for the 
defense of their threatened rights. 

He would venture. however, to appeal to 
them to remember that Ulster did not stand 
alone in the present conflict. The men of Ulster 
had not been abandoned by Great Britain. 
They had friends in England who would spare 
no sacrifice to save them from the fate which 
had been planned for them by the men in 

ower. 

x He prayed to God that the Irish loyalists 
would not be compelled to fight for their rights. 
He believed that such a calamity would be 
averted, yet the tyranny of majorities might be 
found to be as bad as the tyranny of Kings. He 
could not deny ve tay anew tt ns | that what was 
justifiable against a tyrannical King was, under 
certain circumstances, justifiable against a ty- 
rannical majority. He trusted, however, that 
such circumstances would never arise.

MONTREAL, Quebeo, April 4.—McGill Univer- 
sity is againin goodluck. Thies time it is the 
Bchool of Medicine that good fortune has come 
to. During the past session there have been 
312 students attending, or 21 more than ever 
before in the history of the schoo). 

The accommodation for instructing these stu- 
dents has been so limited that at some of the 
classes many were unable to obtain admission 
to the lecture rooms and laboratory. To ob- 
viate this in future J. H. R. Molson, one of the 
leading bankers in Montreal, hus presented 
$60,000 to the Faculty. 

There was still wanting the endowment of a 
Chair of Pathology and Hygiene, and to-day 
this was provided for. Atthe convocation for 
conferring degrees in medicine the Dean of the 
Faculty, Dr. Craik, read a letter from Sir Don- 
ald Smith, who has previously made princely do- 
nations to McGilland other institutions in the 
city, announcing that he would give $100,000 
to endow the chair. 

Within a month two buildings to be used by 
the Faculty of Applied Science were opened. 
These cost $750,000, and were the giftof the 
late Thomas Workman. W. ©. McDonald has 
also promised another donation.

The Lilinois Wheat Outlook Poor. 

SPRINGFIELD, LL, April 4.—Reports to the 
Illinois Board of Agriculture up to April 1 
show thatthe dry weather at seeding time re- 
sulted in a decrease in the area seeded, as com- 
pared with the crop harvested in 1892, of a lit- 
tle over 25 percent. In the northern division 
of the State 22 per cent. of the area is reported 
Winter-killed, in the central division S52 per 
cent., and in Southern Illinois 13 per cent., or 
an average for the State of 22 per cent. 

Wheat has scarcely commenced to grow in 
some localities, but its present appearance in- 
dieates about 73 per cent. of an average condi- 
tion at this season. The April 1 condition is 77 
percent. of a seasonable average in the north- 
ern division, 63 per cent.in the central, and sO 
per cent. in the southern.

THE HAYES DELEGATES BOLTED, 


BOTH BARRETT AND HAYES NOMINATED 
FOR THE LODGE SEAT IN CONGRESS. 


Boston, April 4.—As had been expected, the 
Seventh Congressional District Republican Con- 
vention in Charlestown this afternoon was not 
devoid of excitement, and besides the delegates 
there was a large crowd of spectators present, 
who appeared to obtain a great deal of amuse- 
ment from the numerous parliamentary battles 
that were waged by the contending factions. 
Mayor Elihu B. Hayes of Lynn, one of the can- 
didates for the Congressional nomination, 
calied the convention to order as Secretary of 
the District Convention, and Rufus 8. Frost of 
Chelsea was chosen Chairman. 

The Chair then proceeded to name a Commit- 
tee on Credentials, one of whoin was George N. 
Swallow of Charlestown. His appointment 
called out a written protest from Mayor Hayes, 
on the grounds that the legality of the caucus 
in Ward 4, Charlestown, was questioned, and 
that no Charlestown man should be «» member 


of the committee to decide that contest. Final- 
ly, after several names had been offered as a 
substitute, the convention took a vote on the 
question of allowing Mr. Swallow's name to re- 
Inain on the committee, the result being 57 
yeas, 52 nays. This was underetood to repre- 
sent the rejative strength of the Barrett and 
Hayes factions. 

A petition was received from Mr. Hayes in 
regard to the Ward 4 caucus, it being claimed 
that it was illegal, because, in open violation of 
the Australian ballot law, voters bad been 
givena paster upon which were printed the 
names of all the delegates favorable to Mr. Bar- 
rett, aganist the name of each of whom a cross 
had been previously made, leavinx the voter 
nothing todo but to attach the sticker to his 
ballot, and thus evade the law, whioh requires 
each voter to go into his polling booth and 
there mark his own ballot. This petition was 
referred to the Committee on Credentials, 

The committee reported that the charges 
were not proved, and that the delegates from 
Ward 4 were entitled to their seats. The Chair 
ruled that the Ward 4 delegates had a right 
to Vote as towhethber they themselves were en- 
titled to seats in the convention. This caused 
great excitement, and a hot debate followed, re- 
sulting in the mission of the delegates and 
the sustaining of the ruling of the Chair. 

J. T. Wilson, the Nahant delegate, immediately 
arose, and, declaring that he could not obtain 
fair play in the convention, at once withdrew, 
being quickly followed by the Hayes delegation 
from Lynn, (except Mr. Stearns,) Malden, and 
Saugus. The convention then proceeded at once 
to a ballot, and the result was announced as 
follows: Whole number of votes, 58. William 
E. Barrett had 57, E. B. Hayes, 1; the latter 
being cast by Mr. Stearns of Lynn. Mr. Barrett 
Was thereupon declared the choice of the con- 
vention amid great enthusiasm. He was es- 
eorted to the platform, and addressed the dele- 
gates, after which the convention adjourned. 
The Hayes delegates who had withdrawn 
from the original convention met in the lower 
hall and organized with the choice of Mr. J. T. 
Wilson of Nahant as Chairman. E. B. Hayes of 
Lynn was then declared the nominee of the con- 
vention by acclamation, after which the con- 
vention adjourned. 

MELROSE, Mass., April 4.—The Demooratic 
Congressional Convention for the Seventh Dis- 
trict was held in the Town Hall to-night. J. J. 


Hogan of Ward 4, Charlestown, was elected per- 
manent Chairman and William H. Bryant of 
Revere Secretary. The Credentials Committee 
reported 175 delegates ore William Ev- 
erett of Quincy was nominated on the twelfth 
ballot. 


BOY FIGHT RESULTING FATALLY. 





A FOURTEEN-YEAR-OLD LAD DYING OF 
A FRACTURED SKULL. 


WoOoDHAVEN, L. L, April 4.—Henry Wanke, a 
fourteen-year-old schoolboy, is dying at his 
parents’ home in Woodhaven Junction of a 
fractured skull, the outcome of a fight with 
stones with some fellow-schoolboys after school 
hours Monday afternoon. 

The Wanke family assert that their boy was 
atruck twice in the head with a broken coupling 
pin by Christopher Alsop, eleven years old, the 
son of Augustus Alsop, the East New-York man- 


agerof the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, whose home in Union Avenue, Ozone 
Park, is one of the handsomeat in the village. 
The Alsop boy himeelf, however, denies that 
he used a coupling pin. Toa NrEw-YorK Times 
reporter he said to-night: 
“ Yes, I hit him; not with a coupling pln, 
though; with astone. We were racing the 
railroad track, when Wanke turned around and 
threw stones at us, and we threw stunes back, 
and I hit him in the head and he fell.” 
Five doctors have been in attendance upon 
the injured boy, and they agree that he cannot 
survive the night. 
Despite the serious aspect of the case, Coroner 
Everitt was not notified of the ocourrence until 
nearly midnight to-night by an outsider. 
There are two fractures of the skull upon the 
left side near the temple, and the boy has been 
in a comatose condition ever since the injury.

The boy’s father is Herman 
Wanke, acigar dealer of Woodhaven, who re- 
gards the matter gan rege 

“Oh! yes he'll die to-night, sure, but I won't 
prosecute the Alsop boy—what's the use?” he 
said in atone of wonderment that such a thing 
as prosecuting was to be dreamed of. 
The Alsop family is greatly distressed by the 
occurrencoe and it is understood has ordered the 
physicians’ attendance, and that everything 
possible be done to save the injured lad’s life. 





RASCALITY GROWS,

EXPERTS ARE NOW HARD AT WORK 
ON HI8 BOOKS. 


SUTTON’S 


LovIsvVILLF, Ky., April 4.—The rasoality of A. 
R. Sutton, the whisky dealer, continues to grow 
and new victims are constantly coming to the 
front. This morning Secretary Hill of the Co- 
lumbia Trust Company went to Sutton’s office, 
accompanied by Beecher, who was released 
from jail long enough to open the safe of his 
employer and place the books on the desks 
ready for the inspection of experts. 

Deputy Collector W. E. Riley and bis assistant, 
Thomas McCann, went to Sutton’s office this 
morning for the purpose of ascertaining wheth- 
er Sutton was square with the Government, aad 
whether all the whisky had been regularly en- 
tered on the internal revenue books. 

Itis not thought that Sutton made any at- 
tempt to defraud the Government after his 
little escapade with Revenue Agent Thrasher. 
The Columbia Trust Company experts are 


working steadily on Sutton’s books, but it is 
not thought that they will coniplete their in- 
vestigations before Thursday, or possibly Satur- 
day. The trust company has advertised for all 
of Sutton’s creditors to present their claims. 

Sutton was suspected of forging warehouse re- 
oeipts more than a yearago. At that time Presi- 
dent Coldewey of the Louisville Public Ware- 
house Company was warned tbat what were 
supposed to be bogus receipts had been discov- 
ered in Kansas City and St. Louls. Thereceipts, 
as a matter of fact, were seut to Loulsviile, and 
Sutton readily redeemed them, thus preventing 
a public disclosure. Ihe whisky represented in 
these bogus transactions was the product of the 
distilleries in the vicinity of Lawrenceburg. 

It is reported that Sution’s bills-payable book 
will shaw that he owes between $325,000 and 
$400,000, and that the greater portion of the 
collateral shown is bogus.

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CARTER HARRISON ELECTED. 


END OF A BITTER CONTEST FOR THE 
MAYORALTY IN CHICAGO. 


CuicaGo, April 4.—Carter Harrison was elect- 
ed Mayor of this city forthe next two years to- 
day by a plurality of nearly 20,000. Chicago 
will be runon the wide-open plan during the 
World's Fair. Thisis what Harrison promised 
his supporters, and he is a man who always 
keeps promises made to the meaner element of 
the citizens. 

The defeat of the citizens’ candidate, Samuel 
W, Allerton, was predicted in dispatches to THE 
NeEwW-YORK Times two days ago. Harrison 
had the benefit of several weeks of inde- 
olsion on the part of the opposition in 


selecting a man to run against him. He 
is asplendid organizer, and knew how to take 
advantage of the delay. He was also better 
known than Allerton asa public man. Aller- 
ton never held an office, and the voters 
had to take him at his word. Everybody 
knew exactly what Harrison would do if 
elected, and there is no doubt that even a large 
number of the so-called respectable element de- 
sired to see him win, because a wide-open poli- 
cy during the fair meant more money in circu- 
lation and prosperity for tradesmen. 

Harrison will make a good Mayor from one 
standpoint. He is a good financier, but the 
means he adopts are distasteful to many. He 
believes in levying on the gamblers and sport- 
ing people, practically licensing them. 

He kept the city from going into bankruptcy 
after the “big fire” of 1871, and 
his administration of the Government for 
eight consecutive years was better that the 
average. What decent people objected to in him 
as acandidate atthis time was the crowd of 
touchs which was behind him. Another thing 
which makes him unpopular with a 
large number of people is his blatant 
egotism. Visitors to Chicago during the 
fair will hear some strange speeches 
from “the ola man.” He will fulfill their ex- 
pectations of the typical Chicagoan. He is 
windy enough to give a hurricane cards and 
spades and beat it. ° 

Harrison’s newspaper, the 7imes,is burning 
red fire all around the building to-night, and 
mobs of his friends are parading the streets 
with brass bands, celebrating his victory. 


LONG AT THE MERCY OF 


OV@ZR THIRTY BUILDINGS BURNED IN 
CUMBERLAND, MD., LAST NIGHT. 





FIBRES. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., April 4.—A few minutes 
after 6 o’olook this evening fire, supposed to he 
of incendiary origin, was discovered in a stable 
in an aleyway in the rear of the McKaig Block 
on Baltimore Street, bounded by Liberty and 
Mechanio Streets, in the heart of the city. 

There were a number of wooden structures in 
this alleyway, and as the wind was biow- 


ing half a gale, the rear of the block 
Was soon a mass of fiames. In quick 
succession the buildings on Baltimore 
Street occupied by the New-York Cloth- 
ing Company, by Charles White, dry goods; 
Thomas Coulahan, groceries, and Stern’s cloth- 
ing store, were gutted. Meanwhile the fire was 
spreading rapidly up Mechanio Street. with the 
= showering sparks to remote parts of the 
city. 

Mayor Hobb telegraphed for assistance to 
Washington, D. C.; Pittsburg, Penn.; Martins- 
burg, West Va.; Frederick, Md.; Frostburg, 
Md. ; Parkersburg, West Va. ; Meyersdale, Penn., 
and Bedford, Penn. : 

After a six bours’ hard struggle the fire was 
finally under control. Six buildings on Me- 
chanio Street and seven buildings on Baltimore 
Street were burned. Assistance had arrived at 
about 11 o’clook from Martinsburg, West Va., 
and Bedford, Penn. Washington had started 
an engine and two reels, which were stopped at 
Martinsburg. 

In all fifteen places of business, a boarding 
house and restaurant, and seven dwelling 
houses were completely destroyed, 

While the fire was at its height up town 
another was started by the careless dropping of 
alighted match in a frame structure in the 
southern portion of the city. Twelve buildings 
were Ning rte destroyed before this second 
fire was suvdued. 

Aa nearly as can be estimated to-night the 
total loss will foot up to $250,000, 





THE ELECTION IN MICHIGAN. 


REPUBLICANS ELECT THE SUPREME 
JUDGE AND THE TWO REGENTS. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 4.—Almost complete 
returns to-night show the election Monday of 
Judge Hooker, Republican, for Supreme Judge, 
and the two Republican Regente by pluralities 
of more than 10,000 each. A light vote was 
polled throughout the State. 

Elections for Cirouit Judges were held in 
twenty-three districts, of which the Republicans 


carried thirteen, the Democrats four, and the 
fusionists six.

MRS. POTTER BADLY BEATEN 


KANSAS CITY NOT READY FOR 
A FEMALE MAYOR. 


EVEN THE WOMEN VOTERS AS A RULE 
DECLINED TO SUPPORT ONE OF 
THEIR OWN SEX—KANSAS MUNICI- 
PAL ELECTIONS IN WHICH THE FEM- 
ININE ELEMENT WAS PROMINENT. 


KANSAS City, Kan., April 4.—The last Legis- 
lature of Kansas, the one of Topeka war noto- 
riety and dual house fame, before it adjourned 
passed a joint resolution to submit to the voters 
of the State a constitutional amendment to per- 
mit women to exercise the full franchise. This 
put the women of the cities in which Spring 
municipal elections were to be held, at which 
they had already been granted the right to 
vote, on their mettle, and the registration of the 
fair sex was unusually heavy, being in the

To add still further zest to the contest in 
Kansas City, Kan., the largest town in the State, 
Mrs. Anna Potter, a wealthy woman, an- 
nounced herself as an independent candidate 
for Mayor, and declared that she would not ac- 
cept the nomination at the hands of any one of 
the masculine political parties, though for that 
matter there was little danger of such a thing 
happening. 

To-day the elections were held under the new 
election law, which is so strict that candidates 
were not even allowed to have carriages to 
bear fair voters to the polls or treat them to 
lemonade or ice cream. In consequence of this 
and other restrictions the polls were almost 
modele of propriety in all the towns, and re- 
peaters and ward heelers took a holiday, while 
in their places were seen wearers of Spring 
gowns and Easter bonnets. The day was “ per- 
fectly lovely” at all points and the fair sex had 
no excuse for remaining home. 

In Kansas City, Kan., for the first two hours 
after the polls opened not a woman appeared, 
but after 10 o’clook they began to gather in 
droves, and before noon they were almost as 
numerous as the men. Some ofthe more timid 
were escorted by husbands or big brothers or, 
if not married, by sweethearts, but most of 
them walked to the polls alone. Mrs. Potter, 
the feminine candidate for Mayor, drove about 
town with her husband. His carriage was not 
decorated with streamers, as has been the rule 
when men were candidates, but her face was 
better than any streamer. She maintained 
stoutly that she would have a heavy vote, but 
this claim is not borne out by facts. Up to 3 
o'clock she had not received 100 votes, so far as 


could be learned. The Equal Suffrage Associa- 
tion's formal repudiation of her candidacy had 
more or less to do with this. 

During the day she had fourteen women at 
the homes of the women voters, laboring with 
them, and at the polls she had several feminine 
workers. In the afternoon she hired two bands 
to sound her praises, one of white men and the 
other of colored boys. In several wards women 
were at the polls all day instructing their un- 
sophisticated sisters inthe artof voting. In 
consequence of this, and because every “ joint”’ 
in the city wae olosed, all was decorous about 
the polls. 

Atchison was the sleepiest town in the State, 
only 320 women being registered. These few 
went to the polls under masculine escort and 
were timid about casting their ballots. 

At Newton a number of women engaged in 
electioneering at the polls and made it de- 
cidedly lively and bright, but such a thing as an 
insult was not known. 

At Fort Scott, where liquor joints were an 
issue, the women voted heavily and were about 
= polis all day working for temperance candi- 

ates. ; 

In Leavenworth the women were out early 
and late, and cast a larger vote, in proportion 
to registration, thandidthe men. Most of them 
walked up to the polls just like men. They 
were strong for the Democratic candidates, and 
so voted. 

At Emporia women were at the polls all day, 
and the tickets were badly scratched. The most 
pencil work was done by the fair voters. The 
same was true of Wichita. where the women 
were for the Republican candidate for Mayor, 
but for others fur other places. It will not be 
possible to determine the result in any of the 
cities until late to-night or to-morrow, but it is 
beyond _— that the women have had a 
great influence for good in every way. 


TOPEKA VOTES REPUBLICAN. 


A PROTEST OF THE WOMEN AGAINST 
THE METHODS OF THE POPULISTS. 


ToreKka, Kan., April 4.—The election to-day 
in all the larger cities demonstrated the fact 
that the women were determined to prove that 
they wanted to vote and would vote when the 
opportunity was given. Political lines were 
drawn as they never were before in municipal 
elections. This was occasioned by the legis- 
lative muddle last Winter, as the friends of both 
parties desired indorsement. 

The Republicans in almost every city put out 
a straight ticket, while the fusionists followed 
theirlead. In many cases the Populists con- 
tented themselves with voting for the Demo- 
cratic ticket, having decided not to show their 
own strength for various reasons. 

In Leavenworth both Republicans and Demo- 
erates named for the principal offices men who 
divided the party strength, so the result there 
could not fairly be deemed partisan. In Wich- 
ita, the home of Gov. Lewelling, every effort 


was made to defeat the Republican ticket, and 
the effort would probably have succeeded had 
it not been for the women vote, which was al- 
most wholly cast against the Populists. In 
Atchison the contest was @ party one, and so 
close that its results are not yet determined, 
owing to the manner of counting votes in this 
State, every ticket being required to be handled 
in full after the closing of the polls. 

In this city the party lines were drawn with 
three candidatesfor Mayor. The Democrats en- 
deavored to cause the withdrawal of the Popu- 
list candidate, but without avail. The result 
was the election of the Republican by a ma- 
jority over all. Late in the campaign the Popu- 
lists injected as an issue the action of the 
County Sheriif iast Winter, when Gov. Lewel- 
ling was so signally defeated, and the Repub- 
licans accepted the issue. As Many Democrats 
were members of the Sherift’a force, they were 
not inclined to vote in condemnation of them- 
selves, and therefore the Republican majority 
was the larger. 

In the cities of Fort Scott, Hutchinson, 8ali- 
na, Emporia, and other places of nearly equal 
size the same lines were drawn asin the larger 
cities, and the Kepublican victory resembled its 
old-time size in the aggrogate. In all these oit- 
ies the Women cave a larger vote proportionate 
to their registration than did the men. They 
came tothe poils afoot, the use of carriazes 
being forbidden by a law passed last Winter. 
Ticket peddlers were also barred, except volun- 
teers, 80 there was a Loticeable quietness in all 
the cities. 

The new law forbidding the expenditure of 
money at elections Was observed, except in 
Lawrence, where it seoms old-time methods pre- 
vailed and the Republicans wou a general vic- 
tory. 

It was more a condemnation of Gov. Lewel- 
ling and the Populists thanit was an acknowl- 
edgmentof the goodness of the old Kansas 
party. The women were emphatio in their dec- 
laration against the methods that su nearly 
caused human blood to flow in their State last 
Winter. They cared less for party lines than 
they did for the opportunity to place the seal of 
condempation upon the acta of those who aro 
trying tosubvert good government. In every 
instance in the smaller towns which bad their 
elections yesterday the Republicans were victo- 
rious, party lines being drawn where thoy bad 
never been drawn before. Even in Pratt,a 
Populist stronghold, which last year gave 200 
Populist majority, the Republicans elected 
everything.

A PRIZE FOR THE LENOX. 


THE GREAT LIBRARY OF GEORGE BAN- 
CROFT PURCHASED. 


When the historian George Bancroft died his 
will ordered that the manuscripts relating to 
America and the rare books he had collected 
should be offered to Congress at a price. They 
were offered for $75,000. The Senate passed a 
bill, the Committee on the Library reported ina 
its favor, bat the House of Representatives de- 
murred. The manuscripts and volumes have 
just been bought by the Lenox Library for 
$80,000, 

Bancroft, in his long career, amassed an as- 
tonishing number of doouments, letters, and 
historical memoranda, which, after his death, 
were catalogued by J. F. Sabin and found to 
contain no less than 20,000 manuscripts, 14,900 
volumes, and 5,000 pamphlets. Not only are 
there thousands of autograph letters, docu- 
ments, and papers of the period of the Revolu- 
tion, but many volumes of copies of doouments 
in foreign archives. Bancroft had facilities in 
gaining access to French archives, for instance, 
such as do not exist at present. Guizot, Lam- 
artine, de Tocqueville, and Dumont, keeper of 
the arohives in Paris, helped him to many 
pieces of this sort. In the original Manuscripts, 
thelargest single collection he obtained was 
that including the papers of Samuel Adams, 
that earliest of the patriots of the name. His let- 
ters to correspondents and family, preserved in 
rough drafts, give the most vivid picture of the 
period; they have been hoarded by George Ban- 
croft since he obtained them inthe early quar- 
ter of the century, and will prove most interest- 
ing Material to print. Of course, the Adama 
materials include a vast number of iatters to 
him written by the heroes of the Revolution— 
Washington, Frauklin, Putnam, and others. 

The books alone are very valuable, and the 
Lenox Library at first offered to buy certain 
volumes. $1,000 being offered for a single vol- 
ume. The time limit of three years is almost 
elapsed for which Bancroft’s will provided, and 
as Congress was dilatory, the Lenox Library 
—aee in with a higher flzure and obtained the 
prize. 

Added to the extraordinary early Americana 
in the way of printed books owned by this 
library, the Bancroft collection places the 
Lenox quite at the head of libraries on this side 
of the water iu the specialty of American his- 
tory. Negotiations have been carried on with 
the executors of George Bancroft by Mr. Wilber- 
force Eames, Assistant Livrarian in charge, and 
the decisive order was given for the Trustees of 
the Lenox by Mr. John 8. Kennedy. At one 
stroke the City of New-York is enriched with a 
collection which will force uny one who wishes 
to study American history from the original 
sources to take up his abode here. Such ac- 
quisitions redound to the glory of New-York 
_ make it more and more the capital of the 

Jnion. 





READY FOR THE BATTLE. 


———— 
INTIMIDATION EXPECTED IN THE RHODE 
ISLAND ELECTION TO-DAY. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, April 4.—The political 
campaign in this State ended to-night. At the 
eleventh hour the Republicans became badly 
frightened at the flowing of the Democratic 
tide, and called into requisition the services of 
the boss political corruptionist of the State, 
Gen. Charles R. Brayton. He was given 
$25,000, which he poured into the country dis- 
tricts for the purpose of saving the Legislature. 

John T. Blodgett, the Rhode Island Daven- 
port, arrested half a dozen members of the City 
Council to-day for refusing to transfer their 
lists of voters to him. Most of those arrested 
are Democrats, and all through the campaign 
Mr. Blodgett has placed a constant succession 
of obstacles in the path of the Democracy. At 
every voting district in’ this city Wednesda 
there will be Deputy Federal Supervisors wit. 
lists of voters whom they intend to challenge. 

The Democratic State Central Committee has 
iasued an address to-night instructing voters to 
insist upon their right to vote, it their names 
are on the lists, regardless of the intimidation 
of the Federal workers. The outlook atill favors 
at least partial Demecratic success. The oan- 
didates on the State ticket will have a plurality 
of the votes cast, with a possible majority. The 
election of Page (Dem.) to Congress in the 
Second District seems even more certain than it 
did a few days ago. In the First District there 
is @ stubborn fight between Bull (Rep.) and 
Lapham, (Dem.) The result depends upon the 
vote in Providence, as infact does the fate of 
the two State tickets.

LYNCHED BY AN ANGKY MOB. 


PURSUIT OF A NOTORIOUS WOMAN WHO 
MAY MEET THR SAME FATE, 


CHARLESTON, Weat Va, April 4.—About a 
week ago Police Officer John Chandler of Blue- 
fleld, Mercer County, was shot and killedin a 
disorderly house kept by the notorious ‘*Kiz” 
Kedd, who has the reputation of being the 
wickedest woman in West Virginia, who is 
charged in the public mind with having had a 
hand in several murders in the Mercer County 


mining regions, and who has for years been de- 
fying the United States laws relative to illicit 
Cistilling. 

About midnight Monday a row was started at 
her “joint” in Graham, a suburb of Bluefield, 
where a crowd of tough blacks and whites had 
congregated.

Kiz Redd ted with a portion of the mob in 
pursuit of her, and to-night ehe is reported to 
have been caught and lynched on the Virginia 
side of the State line.

PRIOE THREE 
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MLEOD OUT OF READING 


HE RESIGNS BOTH AS PRESIDENT 
AND RECEIVER. 


CENTS. 





DRIVEN OUT BY THE ANTAGONISM @B 
NEW-YORK CAPITALISTS—HE SAYS 
THAT THE READING COULD NOT OB- 
TAIN NEEDED ASSISTANCE SO LONG 
AS HE REMAINED AT ITS HEAD. 


PHILADELPHIA, April4.—The resignation of 
Archibald A. McLeod as President and one of 
the three receivers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and of the Phila 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Company 
was forwarded this afternoon to the Boards of 
Directors of both corporations, naming May 1 
as the date when his official relations with the 
companies shall end. 

The brief document itself conveyed all the in- 
telligence which the finanoial world received 
during the day, but its few words were signifi- 
cant enough to record the last chapter of along 
story which most people on the Street in this 
city and in New-York have known in part fo 
some mouths. This is the letter: 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 4, 1893, 
To the Board uf Managers vf the rritadelpita and 
Reading Railroad Company: 

GENTLEMEN: I hereby resign my position as Presi- 
dent of your company, to take effect on the Ist of 
May next. On that day it is my intention to resign 
My position as receiver of your company. 

My reason for thus resigning is my belief that 
needed financial assistance will not be accorded to 
the company so long as I shall continue to occupy 
ths positions of President and receiver. Yours 
truly, A. A. MCLEUD. 

A similar letter was also sent to the Board of 
Managers of the Puiladelphia and Keading Coal 
and Iron Company. 

The news did not reach speculatora until - 
after the elose of the stock market, but it 
created one of those sensations which stirred 
business circles to their depths. ‘The letter was 
forwarded with that abruptuess with which Mr. 
McLeod has in the past made all his moves on 
the financial checkerboard, and aithough some 
people afterward said they had expected it, the 
great number of the Reading’s friends and 
enemies alike were in ignorance of the intended 
action on his part. y 
@Mr. McLeod was in the general oflices of the 
road up to 7 o’clock to-night, and then drove te 
the Aldine Hotel, where he has resided most o 
the time since he came to Philadelphia. To 
newspaper men and others who questioned him 
he replied with calm courtesy that he had told 
the whole story in his letter. Of his future 
movements and plans he had nothing to say. 

Men who are and have been for a long time 
on terms of intimacy with Mr. McLeod said to- 
night with almost positive assurance that 
he is to retain the Presidency of the 
Boston and Maine and of the New-York 
and New-England, to which positions he was 
elected recently. Whether those roads would 
operate in future under their tratiic agreements 
with the Reading, or whether they would an- 
tagonize the new interest controlling that road, 
wasa question which brought out widely dif- 
ferent opinions. That Mr. MoLeod resigned 
because he was no longer able to cope with the 
tremendous interests arrayed against him was 
admitted by these same friends. 

An official of the company said last night that 
with New-York and London antagonizing his 
enterprises Mr. MoLeon has had a hopeless fizht 
on his hands ever since he bid against 
the Drexel-Vanderbilt-Morgan syndicate for 
the Old Colopy Railway. To 
officiai’s mind the battle binged 
the Old Colony’s short stretch of track, and 
while he thought the Keading had overstepped 
itsdlf in its ambition to control the road, yet, if - 
it had been able to control it, the greatest 
trunk line in America would have secured, 
with McLeod as its executive head. 

If the opinions of the best-posted brokers and 
their customers who could be found to-night 
were condensed, they would go to show that the 
heavy New-York pool, having forced 
Mr. -McLeod out, would name his suc- 
cessor. In the Union League a group 
of wellknown financiers receiyed the 
news early iu the evening, and when this point 
had been agreed upon the names of three men 
were suggested. They were, John Wanamaker, 
John Lowber Welsh, and George C. Tho 
on Thomas is a member of the tirm of Drex 

Co. 


Mr. McLeod’s retirement from Reading will 
not cause much surprise in New-York financial 
and railroad circles. It comea only a 


few days sooner than was expected, bus 
it has been inevitable ever since the 
heavy financial concerns here, which 
had previously helped the Reading manage- 
ment, refused to continue to do so as long as 
Mr. McLeod remained at its head. The antag- 
onism of Speyer & Co. alone was sufficient to 
eause Mr. McLeod's removal as President and 
receiver of Reading. 

Mr. McLeod has been in New-York several 
times within the last two months, and he put 
forth energetic efforts to propitiate the adverse 
financial influences, but he found himself un- 
able to satisfy the conservative New-York 
bankers that his rash methods of finance were 
the correct methods. 

The question which chiefiy interests Wail 
Street just now is who owns the larger part of 
the Reading stook and the New-York and New- 
England stock. It is not believed that McLeod 
will continue at the head of the New-York and 
New-Engiand road for any length of time.

MANY BUSINESS PLACES BURNED, 
~~. 


HEAVY LOSSES BY FIRE IN ALLEGHENY 
—MALT, LUMBER, AND PAPER LOST. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., April 4—The largest fire 
that has occurred in Allegheny in years broke 
out shortly after 2:30 P. M. to-day in the ware- 
houseof the Godfrey & Clark Paper Compary, on 
South Canal Street. Owing to the gale whieh was 
then blowing, the Fire Department was un- 
able to prevent the spread of the flames, 


which communicated rapidly to the malt- 
house of the Eberhardt «& Ober Brew- 
ing Company. At this time Pittsburg 
was appealed to for aid and responded 
with three companies, but notwithstanding 
this additional foroe, the fire could net be 
atayed, and in a short time the large grain ele- 
vator of the Eberhardt & Ober Company was on 


tire. 

The elevator, which was iron-clad and 138 
feet high, burned ewiftiy inside, and sparks 
were soattered in all directions, starting fires 
in Gupp & Freckley’s Jumber yard, Heintz 
Brothers’ pickle factory, and several neighbor- 
ing dwellings. The firemen, now realizing that 
all efforts were vain to extinguish the fire, beut 
all their energies to prevent its spreading.

THEY DO NOT LIKE TO TAKE THE 
’ CHANCES, BUT SAY THE WORK HAS 
BEEN WELL DONE~—CHANGES MADE 
IN THE PROGRAMME OF THE OPEN-

Cnrcaco, April 4—Five- Chicago General 
Agents, representing some of the largest and 
Most influential insurance companies, visited 
the World’s Fair Grounds to-day and 
tpspected the buildings.

AN ACCIDENT TO THE BIG SHEARS. 


ONE OF THE KRUPP EXHIBITS MAY BE 
PERMANENTLY INJURED. 


BALtimMore, April 4.—Large bodies move 
slowly, and this saying exactly fits the case of 
the Krupp guns now being unloaded at Spar- 
row’s Point. The tramp steamship Longueil 
has now been in port nearly three weeks with 
her cargo and cannon and armor plates, So 
far one thirty-two and one fourteen ton gun 
have been unloaded. The entire cargo was 
taken on at Hamburg in three days. 

Now itis doubtful if the 122-ton gun will be 
lifted out before the last of the week, even if 
then. To-day it was a question just how long 
it would take, owing to an accident which oc- 
ocurred to the big shears. 

After taking out the guns mentioned, it was 
decided to test the hoisting gear by fastening it 
to a mass of steel rails weighing 130 tons and 
playing with them a few minutes. A massive 
chain, with links two inches in diameter, was 
made fast to the rails. The donkey engine 
which straightens the mass of wire ropes and 
pulleys was started, and then the hydraulic ap- 
aratus. Up inio the air swung the mass, until 
t was eight feet above the earth and one end 
projected over the edge of thedock. Thens 
tearing sound was heard, and one of the wire 
ropes slackened. The rails came down witha 
thud, tearing away a part of the rock and one 
corner of the pile, landing meee iy b on a steel 
shaft. The clamp holding the rope in place had 
slipped at the top of the shears. Had the 
weight been the gun, it would have rolled into 
the harbor and prebably be lying there now. As 
it was, the ass of rails was just on the verge 
of going overboard. 

The worst part of the accident is that the 
steel shaft was a part of the Krupp exhibi« It 
is 83 feet long, and bas a hole bored the entire 
length to illustrate the fineness of the machinery 
at the Essen works, It is known that this shaft 
is sprung badly, but whether it is -cracked or 
not cannot be determined until the wrappings 
are taken off at Chicago. If it is the loss will 
be fully $10,000, 

The discovery has also been made that some 
errors in drafting the plans when the great 
ebears were built have caused much time to be 
lost in waking castings and reinforcing the ma- 
chinery at pointe where it was weaker than 
estimated. The trouble with the clamp was due 
to this cause, However, experts who were on 
the ground when the test was made say that it 
showed beyond a doubt that the gun can be 
carried to the car without trouble by the shears. 
It was decided this afternoon, after a confer- 
ence between the three Krupp representatives 
and the Maryland Steel Company olticiala, not 
to raise the gun aa first proposed, but to use 
another method. I¢ will not be hoisted directly 
out and swung to the shore, but will be raised 
three or four inches atatime and as fast as 
raised will be **ghored”’ or ours rted on a bed 
of timbers entil above the deck. Then the real 
test of the shears will be made, as the swinging 
of the gun from the deck to the car will require 
a side motion of the shears which will produce 
8 munch greater strain than the lifts. By follow- 
ing the plan described, the danger of any slip 
in the tackle or the giving out of the hydraulic 
apparatus will be avoided, as the gun cannot 
drop more than a few inches, 

The Krupp nts are becoming impatient at 
the long delay. ut leave the matter entirely 
with the Maryland Stee] Company, whioh will 
now have to pay $150 per day forfeit until the 
gun and cargo are removed

JAY GOULD’S PASSES. 


AN INTERESTING COLLECTION TO BE 
SHOWN AT THE FAIR. 


A curious feature of the railroad exhibit at 
the Chicago Fair will be a neatly-arranged col- 
lection of railroad and steamboat annual passes 
once owned by Jay Gould. Through the instru- 
mentality of a gentleman who was closely asso- 
elated with the famous “ Wizard of Wall Street,” 
nearly the entire sot of passes issued to Mr. 
Gould for the year 1881 has been sent to Mr. 
De Haven, who will have charge of a special 
department of the railroad exhibit at the fair. 

There are about 115 separate bits of paste- 
board in the Gould eolleetion, and with the ex- 
ception of a dozen orso, they are all railroad 
They contuin collectively the names of 


mames of railroads that are not important. 
Most of them are issued to ‘Jay Gould, Presi- 
dent of the Missouri Pacitio Railroad,” and 
when it is considered that an annual 
ass issued by one railroad company to the 
resident or General Manager of another com- 
peay isa silent request for a reciprecal priv- 
ege, the class of companies that sent passes to 
Mr. Gould becomes interesting. For instance, 
the tender of an annual pass over the Hoboken 
yourz in exchange for an annua! ‘pase over the 
6,000 or 7,000 miles of the Missouri Pacifio 
system naturally provokes amusement as well 
88 wonder. 
The bundle of annual passes which Mr, Gould 
had in 1881 contains the signatarea of men 
whose names do not bow appear in the railroad 
world, and yet they are not forgotten. William 
H. Vanderbilt then sent Mr. Gould his compli- 
ments as President of the New-York Central, 
Thomas Dickson signed an ‘‘annual” as Presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson, Hugh J. 
Jowett’s signature appeared on the Erie passes 
as President and receiver, and G. H. Watrous 
was atthuttime President of the New-Haven 
and Hartford, 
Not only did all the railroad companies send 
annual passes to Mr. Gould, but all of the ex- 
press companies and the te esraph companies 
did likewise. The annual pass which gave Mr. 
Gould the privilege of franking messages over 
the Western Union Telegraph wires bore the 
name of Norvin Green, President, put on with a 
rubber stamp. 
A peculiar feature of Mr. Gould’s collection of 
annual passes is that pot more than #ix or eight 
ef them show signs of use. [tis seldom that 
the President of an important railroad uses one 
out of twenty of the passes gent to him. 
But the fact that these passes belonged to Jay 
Gould will make them objeets of interest to the 
Visitors at the fair.

THE TRIBUNAL BEGINS ITS. SES- 
SIONS IN PARIS, 


MANY AMERICAN LADIES PRESENT AT 
THE OPENING OF THE ARGUMENTS 
—3IR CHARLES RUSSELL DEMANDS A 
COPY OF THE ELLIOT REPORT—CON- 
CEDED AFTER’ SOME DEMOR. 


Paris, April4.—The court of arbitration, to 
pass upon the differences between Great Brit- 
ain and America as to the seal fisheries in Ber- 
ing Sea, began ite session to-day in a large 
apartment in the office of the French Foreign 
Ministry. 

Many American ladies were in the andi- 
ence, among them being Mrs, Fuster, Mra. 
Phelps, Mrs. Coudert, Mrs. Harian, Mre. Mor- 
gan, Mra. Lansing, Miss Halford, Miss Elkins, 
Mias Cockrell, and Migs Shields. Gen. Williams 
and his wife, United States Minister Coolidge, 
Lord Coleridge, Chief Justice of England, and 
Lord Shand were also present. The Baron de 
Courcelles, President of the court, announced 
that Col. Bailly Blankhard had been appointed 
Associate Secretary. 

Sir Charles Russell, the British Attorney Gen- 
eral, of counsel for Great Britain, opened the 
arguments by moving that Mr. Campbell should 
furnish tv the court a copy of the reportof Sir 
Henry Elliot on the Bering Sea question, basing 
his application on Article IV.of the treaty of 
arbitration. 

Mr. Phelps, in behalf of the United States, de- 
nied that the report was referred to in the 
American case. He said that it was simply re- 
ferred to in the counter case, to which Article 
IV. of the treaty did not refer. Mr. Phelps 
further denied that it was admissible in law 
that one party should have the power to force 
an adversary to produce any document simply 
because the adversary desired to use it in evi- 
denee. The refusal of the United States to pro- 
duce the document was not due to any desire to 
suppress the report, but to the fact that it was 
applied for too late for the American Govern- 
ment to prepare its answers to the arguments 
that might possibly be based upon it. Never- 
theless, he would produce the report, as he did 
not wish to engender the suspicion of a desire 


to suppress evidence, but after this concession 
he would decline to produce any further evi- 


dence. 

sir Charles Ruseell briefly contended that the 
report was referred to in the appendix, and the 
appendix was referred to in the case suflicient- 
ly to invoke Articie LV. of the treaty. 

After the recess, Mr. Carter submitted for con- 
sideration a motion that tho tribunal dismiss 
from vhe arbitration 80 much of England’s de- 
mand as relates to America and is contained in 
Chapter 19 (Page 315) of the British counter- 
case, referring to the expenditure for Supreme 
Court proceedings. The motion contemplated 
also the dismissal of the clause concerning pe- 
lagicsealers. ‘ 

Mr. Phelps moved the rejection of the report 
of the Bering Sea Commission, put in evidence 
at the first meeting of the arbitrators, His ar- 
guments in support of this motion were mostly 
technical and were based upon «a voluminous 
correspondence between the United States and 
British Governments. His address was still un- 
finished when the commission adjourned until 
to-morrow. 

Ex-becretary of State John W. Foster, Amer- 
ican agent before the Bering Sea court of arbi- 
tration, was questioned to-day in regard to the 
erroneous translation of certain Russian docu- 
ments represented to have been used to uphold 
the American case, Mr. Foster said that the 
errors of the translator had been discovered by 
the United States Government, and the errone- 
ously translated documents had been withb- 
drawn, along with the arguments based upon 
them, and the British Government had been in- 
formed of the fact. The insinuations ef the 
British newspapers were, therefore, Mr. Foster 
poe utterly unfounded and unworthy of at- 

ution.

EIGHT SHIPS OF THE WHITE SQUADRON 
OFF FOR A THREE DAYS’ CRUISE. 


Fort Monroe, Va., April 4.—Rear Admiral 
John G. Walker, with his flagship Chicago, led 
seven ships of the white squadron to sea this 
morning in single column formation, The 
ships were the Baltimore, Yorktown, San Fran- 
cisco, Concord, Atlanta, Vesuvius, and Charles-

CUTTERS ON PATROL DUTY. 


CAPT. RODGERS’S ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
THE NAVAL DISPLAY DAYS. 


Arrangements for the patrol of New-York 
Harbor during the naval review have been 
practically completed by Cupt. Frederick 
Rodgers, the naval officer who will be incharge. 
Yesterday Capt. Rodgers was in consultation 
with officers of the Revenue Marine Service 
relative to the duty to be performed by the 
latter. Four revenue cutters—the Grant, Dexter, 


Manhattan, and Washington—have been ordered 
by the Treasury Department to report for patrol 
duty. 

Capt. Rodgers directed yesterday that the 
Revenue Marine division should be in command 
of Capt. J. B. Moore of the Manhattan. With 
such other vessels as Capt. Rodgers may direct, 
the Revenue Marine division will accompany 
him early on the morning of the 25th inst. to 
Sandy Hook. There the arrival of the com- 
bined fleets will be awaited. The vessels under 
Capt. Rodgers will form a patrol along the 
channelways and assure to the tleet a clear 
passage up to the lower bay. High water on 
April 25 will be at 3:37 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Asa number of the visiting vessels draw in the 
neighborhood of 25 feet, itis not expected that 
they will attempt to cross the bar much before 
3 o'elook. ‘ 

Capt. Rodgers has arranged that the steamers 
of the patrol! fleet shall serve as guide veseels 
into the lewer anchorage ground, and two ves- 
sele of the patrul division will mark the upper 
part ofthe ground. Ail vessels of the visiting 
fleet will be anchored on the ebb tide of April 
45. This tide slacks at 5:47 o’oldck in the after- 
noon. : 

On April 26 the Columbian fleet will proceed 
up the harbor, pass into the North Kiver, and 
anchor in readiness for the grand ceremouics 
of April 27. In all there will be forty war ships. 
The Revenue Marive division will form a vau 
patrol] under the immediate command of Capt. 
J. B. Moore. On the flanks of the squadron will 
be aligned the navy yard tugs and vessels in 
charge of the Naval Keserves. The entire pa- 
trol ferce will be in charge of Capt. Kodgers, 
who will be on board the fast torpedo boat Sti- 
letto,.

patrol] division will anchor along the sides and 
ground the ends of the tieet. The patrol craft 
will be connected by hawesers. To assist the 
patro!, each war ship of the United States squad- 
ron will drop astern a steaté launch containing 
an officer and a number of beiejackets.

THE HUDSON COUNTY COURT.

HE DEMANDS THE INDICTMENT OF THE 


GUTTENBERG PEOPLE — VIGOROUS 


DENUNCIATION OF THE NEW LAWS 


AND OF BOOKMAKING—OTHER VICES 
ATTACKED. 


At the opening of the Hudson County Court 
yesterday in Jersey City, Judge Job H. Lippin- 
cott delivered a notable charge to the Grand 
Jury. He attacked various forms of vice pre- 
vallipg in Hudson County, and did not neglect 
to pay his respects to Guttenberg. In the 
course of his remarks about that race track, he 
instructed the jury that the race-track laws 
passed by the New-Jersey Legislature this year 
were void. 

Having described how before the passage of 
last Winter's race-track bills the sale of pools, 
éven within the race tracks, made a disorderly 
house of the place where the selling went on, 
he said: 


** For the purposes of this occasion, I charge you 
that the ea law is still in force to-day and the 
which this court must instruct you 
rule of conduct. 

* In doing this I am not at all unmindfal of the re- 
cent statutes in relation to the licensing and main- 
tenance of race tracks in this State and the seeming 
perinission by the statute to the exercise under very 
light and insutiicient penalties of unlimited gam- 
bling in all its devious iorms thereon. 

{ am not unmind{ul that it may happen that the 
interpretation which may be tinally placed upon 
these recent enactments may possibly be different 
from the construction which the court 
now here gives to them, but considering 
as the law does, all forms of habitual 
gambling to be out of harmony with the moral 
sentiment of the people, as demoralizing, barbar- 
ous, audi Contrary to any decent form of civilization 
and enlightenment, and absolutely discordant with 
sound public goiter and judicially contrary to the 
clause of the Constitution which provides: ‘No lot- 
tery shall be authorized by law of this State, and no 
ticket in any lottery not authorized by law of this 
State shall be bought or solid within this State.’ I 
must without much discussion instruct you that 
the scheme of legisiation recently enacted, by which 
itie proposed to establish and maintain a saturnalia 
of gambiing for individual or corporate gain within 
the State is void, and the law asit stood before the 
enactmentof this scheme still remains in unabated 
force and vigor. 

“The court is justified in saying that itis ro 
novel thing to instract a Grand Jury contrary to the 
apparent effect of a statute, yet such instruction is 
nol without distinguished precedent in this State; 
and if this instruction could not be given by the 
court and obeyed by the grand inc uest, it might be 
very difficult ever to test the validity and constitu- 
tionality of an enactment like this, bebind whose 
litera] terms the most vicious scheme of loitery and 
gainbling would seek and tind absolute protection. 

“It has been well said by eminent authority in 
this State that such enactments are matters to be 
dealt with in @ spirit of restriction and suppression, 
et not in a spirit of encouragement and protec- 
10n.”’ 


Speaking of green goods men, the Judge had 
this to say: 


“Very often while the Grand Jury is in session, 
their criminal practices for a time cease. As soon as 
the Grand Jury adjourns, they at once again com- 
méeuce operations, and sometimes they do not even 
cease while the Grand Jury is in session. It does 
appear to the cvurt that these villians have but little 
fear of the officers of the law or Grand Juries. 

“ Arresis are made sporadicaily, but the offenders 
do not seem to be held or indictments are rarely 
presented. These offenders tempt the foolish and 
the vicious by talse or genuine oifers of the sale or 
sales of counterfeit money. 

“The City of Hoboken has been the theatre of 
many of their operations, and Jersey City has not 
been exempt from their practices.” 


Of the Harrison poolrooms he said; 


“I will only point to one locality as an illustra- 
tion; this is the town of Harrison in this county, 
There this offense openly and notoriously flonrishes, 
much to the demoralization of that locality, of this 
county, of the City of Newark, and the County of 
Essex. ‘The offenders are well known to the officers 
of the law. Arrests have ofteu been heretofore 
made, and the evidence, it is said, has been laid be- 
fore former Grand Juries, but no indictments have 
resulted, and thie iNegal business has continued in 
that locality. 

“Arrests have again recently taken place, and if 
the officers of the law perform their duty, the evi- 
dence will be produced before you; and, even it such 
evidence be not produced before you, it will be your 
duty to make such investigations as wil) result in 
your obtainiog such suilicient evidence as will en- 
able you, and make it necessary for you, to present 
indictments against the offenders.” 

Official corruption was dealt with in this 
fashion: 

“This connty is growing very rapidly in popula- 
tionand wealth. Large, very large, sums of money 
are being exvended in puyiie improvements and in 
the conduct of our local affairs and Municipal Gov- 
ernment by the mauy pubiic bodies and public offt- 
cials in the county and the different cities, towns, 
and townships therein. To say to you that there isa 
sense of deep anxiety and uneasiness on the part of 
the tax-paying public and the people geuerally, is 
only to say to you what you are as weli aware of as [ 
am,”

Another matter referred to was Sunday liquor 
selling. The Judge demanded the indictment 
of all who were guilty of it, 

The charge has created a deep sensation, but 
no one expects the Grand Jury to notice a 
single one of the Judge’s admonitions.

OXFORD DEFEATED OAMBRIDGE IN 


THEIR ATHLETIC MEETING. 


The day following the Oxford-Cambridge boat race 

on the Thames, the athletes of the two universities 
met on the cinder path and again the Oxford boys 
were successful. With the exception of the one and 
three mile runs the wearers of the dark biue carried 
off everything. 
Fry of Oxford, who is credited with beating the 
record of Reber, the American champion in the broad 
jamp, did not equal the record, but he came within 
a few inches of it, clearing over 23 feet. The best 
work was done in the one and three mile runs, and 
in the latter the college record was beatem by Horan 
of Cambridge, a dark horse. Horan went first at the 
very outset, with Allen second, Ekin, Fowler, and 
Reynolds following in the order named, though the 
last qouple ohanged places after covering about 
half a e. After once as well away Horan 
eased a tritie and allowed Allen to run at his heels 
for lap after lap. At the end of the first mile (time— 
4:39) Horan still led by three or four yards, with 
Allen second and £. and Reynvolds tailing off, 
Fowler here retiring. Two miles were covered in 
11:34 without any change in the relative positiopa, 
Ekin retiring, hopelessly out-distauced, and Keyn- 
olds a little later foliewing his example. This left 
only the two cracks on the path, About midway 
through the eighth lap, three to the mile, Horan 
made his effort, and a shout went up when it was 
found that he was leaving his rival in the rear. 
When he passed the winning post Allen was abouts 
fifteen yards dawn the straight, and was therefore 
beaten by a good eighty yards, The time wae 
14:44 3-5, Allen’s being 14:59 2-5, both beating the 
record for the Sports, thatof W. W. Hough, (Corpus 
College, Cambridge,) 15:1 1-5, im 1880. 

Lutyens of Sidney Hall, Cambridge, ran a very 
creditable race in the mile event, Stogdon made the 
running, and when the men had settled down inte 
their stride Lutyens took second and Copeland third 
place, the two Oxonians bringing up the rear. Thus 
they ran withont alteration until after the first lap 
(three to the mile) had been completed by Stogden 
in 1:19, when, passing the pavilion, Luytens as- 
sumed the lead, Stogdon lying second, while Robert- 
son (Glasgow) ran up to Copeland’s shoulder. Once 
at the head of aifairs, Lutyens out ont bis o 
laps were covered in 2354, Lasvene now es Oe 
twenty yards ahead of Copeland, with Robertson 
(Glasgow) four or five yards behind. The positions 
remained unchanged till the close, Lutyens sprint- 
ing home an easy winner by twenty-five y from 
Copeland, behind whom followed Robertson, (Glas- 
gow,) who had pluckily challenged the Camueltgs 
second string inthe straight for home, but had 
aubmit to defeat by four or five yards.

SUBSTANCE OF THE CABLEGEREAM TO 
YALE—NO REASONS GIVEN. 


NEW-HAVEN, April 4.—Capt. Sherwood B. Ives of 
the Yale ’Varsity crew to-night made public the 
contents of the much-talked-of cablegram which the 
Yale Navy received from Oxford one week ago Satur- 
day, the day following the great Oxford-Cambridge 
race on the Thames.

‘The decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the so-called State “extra- 
dition” ¢ase of SIDNEY LASCELLES, alias 
Water 8. BeresrvorpD, is spoken of asa 
blow at the doctrine of State sovereignty 
or the principle of State rights. We can- 
not see in it any sort of relation to any 
such “doctrine” or “principle.” Strictly 
speaking, there is no such thing as extra- 
dition between the States, but the Federal 
Constitution declares that any person 
charged with crime in one State who shall 
flee from justice and be found in another 
State “shall, on demand of the executive 
authority of the State from which he fled, 
be delivered up, to be removed to the State 
having jurisdiction of the crime.” This is 
altogether in support of the right of a 

_ State to bring back to its jurisdiction vio- 
lators of its laws who have escaped into 
another State, and was intended to prevent 
in allcases of criminal violation of law 
immunity from trial and punishment by 
merely crossing boundaries. So far as any 
question of State rights is involved, the 
constitutional provision is in support of 
them and the claim set up on behalf of 

LaSCELLES was in contravention of them. 

The right of the State was to recover its 

criminal anditis upheld by the Supreme 

Court. The “extradition” pretense set up 

by the defendant’s lawyers was an absurd- 

ity from the start, and had no basis in any 
doctrine of State rights ever advanced. 
epee ern rere an 
The bill in relation to the forest preserve 
and Adirondack Park, which passed the 
Assembly some time ago, received the ap- 
proval of the Senate yesterday and now 
goes to the Governor. Asit is supposed to 
’ have been framed in accordance with his 
suggestions and ideas, he will lose no time 
in giving it the Executive sanction and ap- 
pointing the new Forest Commissioners 
provided for. There are to be five of these, 
and as they will receive no compensation 
for their services and will have a gooddeal 
to do if they are to perform their duties 
‘properly, they ought to consist of men 


with a peculiar interest in the subject 
of forest preservation and a competent 
matter. The pro- 
visions of the law will be eufficient for the 


knowledge of the whole 


chases and sales of land as may be neces- 
sary to complete the Adirondack Park, but 
practical results will depend chiefly upon 
the competency and zeal of the new Com- 
missioners. 


The reports concerning alocal epidemic 
of choleriac disease in a small town near 
Brest recall the history of last year’s 
epidemic in the suburbs of Paris. If it be 
true that there have been seventy fatal 
casesin this town during the last fort- 
night, it is quite probable that the disease 
is Asiatic cholera. Although it was held 
during the first weeks of the epidemic in 
the outskirts of Paris that there was no 
proof that the disease was identical with 
that which already prevailed in Russia, it 
was pretty generally admitted before the 
end of the warm season that there was 
scarcely any perceptible difference between 
the two maladies. This epidemic near 
Brest may have a similar history. 


It is possible to attach too much impor- 
tance to the meeting in favor of annexation 
at Windsor, Ontario. It is no news that 
the farmers and traders along the frontier 
of Ontario have found themselves embar- 
rassed by the McKinley law, which has 
been especially disastrous in and near 
Windsor, which is little more than a suburb 
of Detroit. Itis nevertheless noteworthy 
that an annexation meeting can be held in 
any part of the Dominion without any dis- 
turbance of the peace, and that a Canadian 
can now ayow himself an annexationist 
without incurring any social penalties for 
his rashness. This would have been im- 
possible even ten years ago,

The reports as to the situation in Egypt 
are such as Englishmen do not like to read. 
They indicate that in the course of the 
Summer, possibly before that, England 
may have need for her naval vessels at the 
Egyptian end of the Mediterranean, and 
that is assigned as one reason why her share 
in the American naval ceremonies is to be 
relatively slight. On the other hand, the 
French are becoming more restless as they 
see a nearer prospect of trouble for Eng- 
land, whose influence in the Delta they 
have always deeply resented. It is quite 
within the range of probability that a 
French Ministry, harassed and perplexed 
by confusion at home, might seek to dis- 
tract the public mind by an appearance of 
quarreling with England. But this would 
be a dangerous game to play, for when 
quarreling begins no one can say where it 
will stop. England can count on pursuing 
her task, a heavy and thankless one, in 
Egypt, because no other power can or will 
undertake it under the conditions imposed 


by Europe.

LABOR AND THE LAW. 


The comments of some of the labor lead- 

ers on the decisions at Toledo in the Ann 

Arbor cases show either a strange incapac- 

ity to understand legal distinctions or a 

perverse disposition to misconstrue the 

meaning and application of the decisions. 

There is probably something of both in the 

bumptious remarks of men like SAMUEL 

GompeErRs, besides a consciousness that 

labor is in danger of having its vicious 

weapons wrested from its hands, and an 

anxiety to hold public sympathy, which 

will never in a civilized country array 

itself on the side of lawlessness. 

The scope of the Toledo decisions should 

be distinctly apprehended and clearly de- 

fined in the minds of those who undertake 

to discuss them. They relate only to labor 

in the employ of common carriers engaged 

in inter-State commerce, and are based 

upon specific provisions of a United States 

statute. However broad the underlying 

principle may be and whatever judicial 

application it may be susceptible of, these 

particular decisions have nothing directly 

to do with the right of workmen to 

“strike,” or even to institute ‘“ boycotts,” 

in ordinary occupations. They donot deny 

the right of any man to leave off work at 

will, or question the right of combination 

for any legitimate purpose. 

If we keep close to what the court actu- 

ally decides, we shall see clearly enough 

what the decisions mean, and any reasona- 

ble workingman must admit their sound- 

ness. Common carriers exercise a quasi 

public function and are bound to perform 

their service without discrimination. In 

accordance with an immemorial principle 

of the common law the Inter-State Com- 

merce act declares that common carriers 
subject to its provisions shall giveno un- 
due advantage or unreasonable preference 
to any ‘person or corporation, and sball 
subject no person or corporation to undue 
or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage. 

It positively prohibits, under severe pen- 
alty, arailroad corporation from refusing 
to receive and forward the traffic of con- 
necting lines, and as a corporation can per- 
form its legal obligations only through its 
officers and employés it subjects to the pen- 
alty for the violation of its requirements 
**any Director or officer thereof, or any re- 
ceiver, trustee, lessee, agent, or person act- 
ing for or employed by such corporation,” 
and any person who sids or abets the vio- 
lation of the law. 

If it is the engineers and firemen of the 
Lake Shore Road, for instance, who make 
it impossible for that company to forward 
freight to or receive freight from the Ann 
Arbor line, they are responsible for a direct 
violation of the law and are subject to the 
penalty, and if they act in pursuance of a 
conspiracy to induce or secure a violation 
of the law they are subject to the penalty 
for that offense under the Revised Statutes. 
The case is clear and the conclusion is in- 
evitable, if the requirements of the inter- 
State commerce law are to be enforced. 
Engineers may quit work for any corpora- 
tion when they please, but they cannot 
force the corporation to violate its positive 
legal obligations and escape all responsi- 
bility. 

How far the principle underlying these 
decisions and underlying the statute upon 
which they are based may be applicable to 
the relations of the employés of common 
carriers generally under the common law 
or under State laws we do not undertake 
to say, but the decisions themselves relate 
solely to those employed by common car-

WATER HERE AND ELSEWHERE, 

The published reports concerning the 
important work begun so promptly and 
carried on so vigorously in the Croton 
Watershed have stimulated inquiry in 
other cities as to the possible or actual 
pollution of their water supplies by the 
discharge of sewage into the feeders of 
reservoirs, and in this way the interests of 
many persons who do not use Croton water 
will be served indirectly by the labors of 
Commissioner DALY and his associates, 

The City of Newark not long ago ex- 
pended several millions of dollars, or 
agreed to do so, for a new water supply, 
the sources of which were supposed to be 
free from contamination. But, while it is 
true that the reservoirs are protected, it 
now appears that the stream which is the 
principal feeder of those reservoirs is pol- 
luted by such foul sewage as the people of 
Mount Kisco have been pouring into one of 
the Croton feeders. Fortunately, the num- 
ber of persons living on the banks of this 
stream is small, and it will be possible to 
abate these dangerous nuisances by the 
expenditure of a comparatively small sum 
of money. The work should be done with- 
out delay. 

The water supply of Philadelphia is 
notoriously bad, and the newspapers of 
that city have been encouraged by the en- 
forcement of the Webster law in the Cro- 
ton Basin to demand earnestly that action 
for the improvement of it shall be taken at 
once. The Press says: 

‘While it is not possible, or at least practi- 
cable, for Philadelphia to take the vigorous 
measures to guard her water supply that are 
taken by New-York, a littic of the same apirit 
of that crusade shown here would be of im- 
mense advantage to the city. The pollution of 
the Schuylkill, revolting and dangerous ae it is, 
and must continne to be under present condi- 
tions, is a far less serious matter than the in- 
difference of the Philadelphia public in regard 
to it. If there were loud mutterings of dis- 
satisfaction and ominous indications of revolt 
at the nauseous dose which is placed to our 
lips, there would be hope of reform and a bright 
prospect of a better water supply. As itis, we 
fear this invstimable blessing will only be ob- 
tained for Philadelphia after the city has paid 
through pestilence an awful penalty for its 
present indifference.” 

The Times remarks that “the purification 
of the Croton Basin is likely in the end to 
be worth all it will cost,” and adds: 


“This raid has demonstrated two things— 
first, that no source of water supply near a 
great city can be kept pure except by the exer- 
cise of summary powers to suppress nuisances, 
and second, that when these nuisances and 
sources of pollution are too numerous apd 
widely extended to be thus suppressed, the 
watershed should be abandoned. Fortunately 
for New-York, the Croton sources of pollution 
can be removed without entirely bankrupting 
the city. Unfortunately for Philadelphia, the 
sources of pollution in the basin of the Schuyl- 
kill cannot. Beoause of the differing conditions 
Now-York can retain the Croton Basin as long 
as it will supply water enough, while Philadel- 
phia must eventually abandon the Sebuylkill.” 


This city is fortunate indeed in having a 
water supply that can be protected, but 
it is also fortunate in having the power to 
protect it and in being able to exercise 
that power promptly and effectively. 











THE PENSION LIST, 

The current number of the North Ameri- 
can Review contains what that periodical 
used to call a “symposium” on the ques- 
tion of ‘‘ How Shall the Pension List Be 
Revised?” That is to say, it has invited 
contributions to the solution of the ques- 
tion from men all of whom are supposed to 
possess some special knowledge about it, 
but who look at it each from his own point 
of view. The symposiasts are Mr. WILSON 
of Missouri, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Pensions; Gen. BURDETT, Past 
Commander in Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and Col Cnurcn, the editor 
of the Army and Navy Journal. 

It is undoubtedly to the public interest 
that the views of men so representative 
should be elicited. Wecould scarcely ex- 
pect that anything of public value in the 
way of protecting the Treasury against 
fraudulent pensioners should be elicited 
from a representative of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. The Grand Army, ac- 
cording to the account of its ex-chief, 
approves the Disability bill, and not 
only approves it, but regards it as a 
step on the way to a service pension bill. 
That the public burden imposed by it 
is very serious is, of course, not to be de- 
nied, but that does not seem to be the 
concern of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. A body of veterans, it should seem, 
ought to be more strenuous than any other 
body of citizens in enforcing a discrimina- 
tion between the men who are and those 
who are not entitled to pensions, and in 
procuring the removal of the latter from 
what ought to bea roll of honor. As a 
matter of fact, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public has never made any suggestions 
looking to this end, and the only sugges- 
tion its Past Commander has now to make 
is that “‘ Relief to the taxpayer is to come 
from thescytheof the Great Reaper.” Con- 
sidering that the Great Reaper has been lop- 
ping off veterans for nearly thirty years, 
and that there arenow more of them on 
the pension list than ever, 876,068 by the 
last official return, this suggestion seems to 
be even cynical. 

Mr. Wi1Lson has something more to the 
purpose to say in suggesting that the pen- 
sion list shall be taken out of politics, He 


admits that members of Congress on both | 


sides are about equally afraid of the ‘ old- 
soldier vote,” and Gen. BURDETT in effect 
threatens Congress with it when he says:

better prepared than ourselves. He points 
out also that, in accordance with our own 
precedents in other wars, a “ service pen- 
sion” to the survivors of the civil war 
should not be granted until ‘‘ somewhere 
between 1904 and 1922.” He makes also 
a most valuable suggestion which, indeed, 
seems to us to go to the root of the matter, 
when he says that Congress ‘“ should pro- 
vide for printing a list of pensioners, with 
a statement of the reason for granting a 
pension in each class.” The honest veteran 
who has earned his pension has nothing 
publicity; the impostor 
dread it. More- 


to fear from 
has every reason 
over, the publication ought to be such 
that it will identify the person pub- 
lished. In every Post Office there should 
be a list of the pensioners of the district 
served by that Post Office. The man who 
drew a pension for disability would thus 
be exposed to the scrutiny, and, if the 
scrutiny was unfavorable, to the contempt 
of his own neighbors, who would thereby 
be invited to communicate to the Pension 
Bureau their knowledge of his case. No 
other safeguard so effectual as publicity 
could be devised against an abuse of the 
pension legislation.

OMINOUS FOR RACE-TRACK GAM- 
BLERS, 

Judge LIPPINCOTT, to whose vigorous 
and fearless efforts to secure an enforce- 
ment of the law against election frauds the 
conviction of the Jersey City ballot-box 
stuffers was chiefly due, has taken up in 
the same spirit some of the flagrant evils 
that prevailin the sanie town in constant 
violation of law. In charging the Grand 
Jury inthe Supreme Court sitting in Jer- 
sey City yesterday he referred to the 
policy shops and poolrooms that flourish 
there in terms of vigorous denunciation, 
and urged the indictment of those con- 
cerned in maintaining them. 

With regard to the race-track gambling, 
which he characterized as *‘ demoralizing, 
barbarous, and contrary to any decent 
form of civilization and enlightenment, 
and absolutely discordant with sound pub- 
lic policy,” he instructed the Grand Jury 
that ‘‘ the scheme of legislation recently 
enacted, by which itis proposed to estab- 
lish and maintain a saturnalia of gambling 
for individual or corporate gain within 
this State, is void, and the old law remains 
in unabated force and vigor.” This is a 
plain and significant statement coming 
from a Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
State and directed to the Grand Jury, 
whose duty itis to take cognizance of the 
violation of existing laws as defined by 
the court. It is ominous of the fate of the 
disgraceful race-track laws whenever they 
may be brought to the test of judicial ex- 
amination. 














THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

President CaRNoT must by this time be 
satisfied that he cannot reconstruct o 
Cabinet out of the fragments of the Ribot 
Ministry. He has intrusted that under- 
taking within a week to at least two 
statesmen, M. MeLinge and M. Dupuy, if 
not also toa third, M. DeveELLEe. Each of 
these has found his task impracticable, by 
reason of the refusal to serve of men whose 
Parliamentary influence was regarded as 
indispensable. The latest failure appears 
to have arisen from the refusai of M. 
PEYTRAL toaccept the portfolio of Finance, 
and he to have declined unless M. Lockroy 
would accept the Ministry of Commerce, 
which M. Dupuy declined to offer him. 

It is announced that M. Dupuy will 
make another attempt, but the failure of 
the tirst will make that very difficult. In- 
deed it is contrary to usage to allow the 
failure of av attempt to be made public so 
long as there is a chance that it may be re- 
newed. The simultaneous announcement 
that M. Dupuy has failed and that he will 
try again show to what straits the Presi- 
dent of the French Republic has been re- 
duced. 

It is evident that the difficulty in France 
has much exceeded the difficulty of an 
ordinary crisis. There is no choice except 
between statesmen who think they have a 
future, and who will not join a makeshift 
Cabinet, and statesmen who have too 
much past and who cannot be invited to 
joinit. Adissolution and an appeal to the 
people form the obvious way out of the 
difficulty. This way may be taken, hap- 
pily, without any fear of the stability of 
the republic itself.

PRIZES AT THE ACADEMY.

The Clarke Prize of $300 has been awarded by 
a jury of five members of the Academy of De- 
sign to Mr. Charles C. Curran for his picture 
“The Sirens” at the current exhibition of the 
Academy. The Dodge Prize ef $300 for women 
was given by the same jury to Miss Cecilia 
Beaux of Philadelphia for her portrait of a lady 
in gray silk which hangs in the South Gallery. 
Of pictures entered for the Clarke, only a few 
could dispute that prize with “ The Sirens,” and 
of those entered for the Dodge, none equals the 
portrait by Mise Beaux. The Hallgarten Prizes 
were not awarded in 1890, 1891, and 1892, be- 
cause they require the democratic use of the 
ballot on the part of those artists who exhibit, 
and the artists have resolutely refrained from 
exereising the right conferred on them by the 
terms of the Haligarten gilt. 

Abstention from voting has been explained 
in various ways, but it is merely an extreme 
case of an indifference and apathy which is 
found among citizens in general. These artists 
will not take the trouble to vote, just as thou- 
sands of citizens who enjoy what is good in gov- 
ernment and sutier from what is baa will not 
inform themselves on publio questions and help 
to direct affaira by the use of their ballots. They 
allow their private business or their selfish 
pleasures to so engross their time that they 
cannot spare an hour at the polls. Artists 
especially tend to separate themselves from the 
aftaira of the day, keeping to their studios and 
clubs, and by so doing they lose that touch with 
their own fellow-townsmen and ‘the thoughts 
that meve the world which is necessary to men 
who wish to express their period in art.

For 
8ix weeks the fact has been clearly established 
that the local political potentates of New-York 
and Kings were determined to strangle the bill. 
The future course of the measure will be worth 
watching. Even its most ardent friends hardly 
hope to see it pass either house, while they are 
equally confident that it will be killedin either 
the Senate or Assembly. 

On Wednesday, when the Senate receives ro- 
ports of committees, the question to be deter- 
mined is, whether the report of the committee 
will be sustained. Should the Senate disagree 
with the report, which is hardly possible, the 
bill will be sent to the Committee of the Whole. 
On the other hand, if the Senate votes with the 
committee, the doom of the bill is sealed. 

In the Assembly the bill. will be ordered to 
second reading, and its fate will be decided in 
that order of business. : 

Before final action was taken in the Assembly 
Cities Committee, Mr. Seward Baker, on the 
part of the inhabitants of Westchester, deolared 
infavor ofthe bill. Every Sunday, he eaid, a 
crowd of New-York tougbhs came up the: river 
and were disorderly and did much damage. 
Yonkers had a large police force and could pro- 
tect itself, but the town,of Westchester, with 
only four police officers, wasat the mercy of 
these toughs. The town was now surrounded 
by New-York City. A park had been taken off 
one corner and a parkway 400 feet wide had 
been run directly through it. The rest should 
be added to the city. The only opposition to the 
billin his town came from the office holders, 
and only two of these were taxpayers. 

Mr. Andrew H. Green said the bill was based 
upon democratic principles, submitting the 
whole question to a vote of the people, and he 
did not understand how there could be any op- 
position toit. He presented a petition signed 
by 10,000 representative and substantial citi- 
zens of Brooklyn, asking the right to vote upon 
& measure that affects them so vitally. 





CHAKGED WITH STEALING BOOKS.

B. GAY, MASTER OF A _ BOSTON 
SCHOOL, ARRESTED IN THIS CITY.

Aman giving the name of Edward B. Gay, 
who said he was Head Master of the Warren 
Grammar School of Boston, was arrested yes- 
terday and held for examination by Justice 
Grady in the Jefferson Market Police Court on 
the charge of stealing books at Brentano’s and 
Scribner's. 

He was seen first at Brentano’s, early in the 
day, to pick up and slip into his pocket three or 
four books and saunter leisurely away. He 


was followed by one of the clerks to the Grand 
Union Hotel, where he was suddenly lost sight 
of. Laterin the day he reappeared at Bren- 
tano’s, evidently believing himself unsuspected. 
A detective was sent for at once, while a close 
watoh was kept upon nim, 

By the time the detective arrived he had been 
observed while examining books to continue 
his pilfering, and when arrested about $10 
worth of books pemaene to Rrentapo were 
found ‘in his coat pockets, It is said that he 
stole $80 worth of books at Scribner's, which 
he shipped to Boston. 

Gay is a tine appearing man, about fifty years 
of age, with full beard and scanty hair, slightly 
gray. He was well dressed, and apparently 
well educated. He deciined to make any state- 
ment whatsoever to the pelice or book people 
concerning his alleged thefts. 

Boston, April 4.—It was @ surprise to the 
people of this city to hear of the arrestin New 
York of Edward B. Gay on the charge of steal- 
ing books from Scribner and Brentano. He isa 
respected citizen, prominent in school affairs, 
being Head Master of the Warren Grammar 
School, a veteran of the late war, a Freemason, 
and has a hobby for rare books and pamphlets. 
He has some very rare books. He formerly 
taught school in Rhode Island, and at the 
breaking out of the war enlisted in Company D 
Fortieth Massachusetts Infantry. 

He was wounded twice at Cold Harbor—once 
in the face and the second time in the foot, 
which lamed him for life. He is a member of 
the Grand Army and is & pensioner. 

Mr. Gay has been a teacher in the schools 
of Boston for twenty years. He began teaching 
in the Warren School in 1873, and ten years ago 
was made Head Master. 

On Sunday night Mr. Gay left for New-York 
to visit the schools, a8 was his custom for the 
last three years, intending to return Friday. 
This is vacation week in Boston schools. 

Mr. Gay has in his collection a complete set of 
Thomas’s Old Farmer’s Almanac from 1793 to 
the present time. He has a hobby for books on 
Napoleon. Heis fifty-one years old and mar- 
ried, but has no children.

The house is a large, old-fashioned structure, 
roomy, comfortable, and occupying an ideal lo- 


cation. Itia nearer the city than Oak View, 
whioh was the home of the President during hia 
former Administration. 

The house stands on an elevated knoll, sur 
rounded with fine old oaka. It is some distance 
back from the road and commands an extended 
view, not only of the rolling country to the 
north, perhaps the most striking and pictur- 
esque section of the famous Rock Creek region, 
but from the windows there is one of the moat 
charming and striking views of the city to be 
found in this vicinity. In every way the house 
is larger than the one at Oak View. There are 
some thirty acres of land about the house, and 
if Mr. Cleveland is inclined to agricultural pur- 
suits he can. have ample sewing for his fanoy in 
this direction.

Key West, Fla, April 4.—The Cubans who 
have been for months at work here with the 
idea of making a supreme effort for the libera- 
tion of their beloved land trom Spanish rule are 
saDguine of success. : 

Americans, even those in Key West, are little 
aware of the work accomplished by the revolu- 
tionists. The unostentatious enthusiasm of the 
Cubans, which manifests itself rather in deeds 
than words, speaks volumes for the success of 
their cause. 

The large revolutionary fund accumulated 
has resulted from individual contributions. The 
lesson of their former defeat has been well 
learned, and this time they are thoroughly pre- 
pared and will quickly bring it to an issue 
Though the greater part of their work has been 
done in the;interior of the island, it has been 
done silently and secretly. 

The propagandism has been carried on openly 
in the United States, and has met with great 
success. The headquarters of the party are in 
New-York. Gen. José Marti, well and favorably 
known in Key West through his recent visita, is 
the head of the central body. Benjamin Guerra 
is Treasurer, and Gonzalo de Quesada Secre- 
tary. 

There are in the United States 88 Cuban patri- 
otic clubs, besides which there are 6 in Jamaica, 
1 in Haiti, and 1 in Mexico. Of the clubs in the 
United States those at Key West outnumber all 
the others in the country, there being in this 
city 54, out of a total of 88. The others aro 
divided as follows: Tampa, 13; New-York, 10; 
Ocala and Philadelphia, 2 each, and Brooklyn, 
Boston, Chicago, New-Orleans, Atlanta, Jaok- 
sonville, and &t, Augustine, 1 each. 

The clubs in Key West are all in a flourishing 
condition. New ones are constantly being or- 
ganized. Many of them have more than 50 
members each, while several have more than 
100. Peoplein position to make a elose eati- 
mate believe the membership to be more than 
3,000 in Key West. 

J. D. Poyo of El Yara is President of the cen- 
tral organization in Key West, and Gualtic 
Garcia is Secretary. »No initiation fee is 
charged, and they are supported by voluntary 
contributions. They have done much to arouse 
and stimulate the spirit of independence among . 
the Cubans, and have given organization to 
energies which, if scattered and isolated, would 
be wonderfully lesa effective. 

Key West’s contributions to the revolution- 
ary fand have been very generous. It is said 
that on last “‘ Patria Day” (Patriot’s Day) the 
sum realized in the cigar factories alone was 
more than $12,000. The employes gave their 
earpings for that day to the fund, and many of 
them did several hours’ @xtra work to help 
awell the amount. 

The Pohalski factory gave its profits for that 
day to the fund. It is now proposed to com- 
memorate “ Patria Day ” each month by giving 
the earnings for one day to the fund. 

The Cubans are grateful for sympathy from 
foreigners. They themse)ves do little talking, 
but give liberally from their earnings to the 
cause.

He is about sixty- 
five years of age and has been prominent in 
politics in Missouri for a long.time, being at 
one time a member of the Democratic National 
Committee and a delegate to several National 
Ovonventions.

He bas had a good deal to do 
with State politics, and was prominently men- 
tioned for the Senate asthe Democratic oppo- 
nent of Senator Kyle.

EBEN ALEXANDER, nominated to be Minister 
to Greece, Roumania, and Servia, is at present 
Greek Professor at the University of North 
Carolina, which was, before the war, the great- 
est seat of learning in the South, from which 
President Polk and many others of the states- 
men of that part of the country were graduated. 
Prof. Alexander is a little more than forty 
years of age, and has been in his present place 
for ten years. He was graduated from Yale 
University in 1873. He stands among the lead- 
ing Greek scholars of the land, ranking with 
Gildersleeve and Gilman, and is a man of varied 
accomplishments and large learning. As @ stu- 
dent he was passionately fond of everything 
pertaining to Gree¢e. His appointment was 
unsought by himeeif, and is said to be entirely 
non-political, although he was indoreed by in- 
fiuential Democrats throughout the country.

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WHITE HOUSE VISITORS. 


CONGRESSMEN BECOME MORE IMPORTU- 
NATE—THE NEW-YORK OFFICES. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—This was a “show” 
day at the White House, the calling of the visit- 
ors being checked at 11 o’clock by the arrival of 
the members of the Cabinet to attend the regu- 
lar meeting. 

Before that hour, however, there were many 
Southern callers, whe came in quest of appoint- 
ments, asking for large and small offices. They 
are not easily discouraged, and the Congres- 
sional visitors begin to be a little more importu- 
nate as adjournment of the Senate seems immi- 
nent. There are disappointments every day, as 
everybody must have assumed there would be, 
and the men who do not get appointments are 
intimating their opinion that there never was 
uite so poor a lot of officers selected by a 
‘resident as Mr. Cleveland has named in one 
month. 

But the New-York Democrats do not talk in 
that way about the New-York men selected. 

They have all been Cleveland wen. Some of 
them are young, but notso young as to justify 
doubt of their discretion. It is not asserted 

that their lack of identification with the Hill 
machine is to be discreditable to them. 

The report that the office of Assistant Treas- 

urer at New-York was offered to Mr. J. J. 

O’Donohue is attirmed here by gentlewen who 
know that he was asked to take the place. Mr. 

O’ Donohue desired to be Collector, and he has 
been spoken of as the Tammany candidate. It 
is possible that there is some error in that rep- 

resentation. 

Itisremembered here by leading New-York 
Democrats that be has often desired to be made 

the Democratic candidate for Mayor, and that 
Tammany has frequently promised to give it to 
him, but has not yet nominated him. If the 
organization is now anxious to have him made 
Collector, it is manifesting greater interest in 
romoting his welfare than it has shown in its 
ocal elections. 

Many New-York men are inquiring, from day 

to day, who is to be the Assistant Secretary of 
War. Secretary Lamont puts off all inquiries 
with the statement that Gen. Grant is ocoupy- 

ing the office very satisfactorily, and that he is 

likely to be kept in his position until his suc- 
cessor can be found. 

Some of the members of the Cabinet who have 
been referred to as being annoyed because of 
the President's disposition to run the Adwinis- 
tration, are making werry over the paragraphs 
representing Secretaries Gresham and Carlisle 
as’ resenting the President's course. It is al- 
together probable that the President is try- 
ing to make the Administration as mueh 
like his own as he can shape it. His Secretaries 
all took service with the understanding that 
they were to support Mr. Cleveland in his ef- 
forte to make an Administration. If it had 
been Mr. Carlisle or Mr. Gresham who was 
making an Administration, neither of these 
gentlemen would have asked men in their Cabi- 
net who would expect to have the Cabinet 
“run the President.” For men who are report- 
ed to be quarrelsome, the members of the Cabi- 
net of Mr. Cleveland are getting along very 
amicably. 

William Lochren of Minneapolis and Michael 
Doran, the well-known Minuesota Democrat, 
registered at the Arlington to-night. Mr. Loch- 
ren’s name has been mentioned in connection 
with the Commissionersbip of Pensions, and his 
friends do not hesitate to say privately that Mr. 
Cleveland is willing to give him the position if 
he will accept it. 

Mr. Lochren has nothing to say on the enb- 
jeet. It is believed the position will be filled in 
afew days. Should Mr. Lochren seoure it, Mr. 
Doran will have to hunt the town over to finda 
happier man than himeelf. It is understood 
that Mr. Cleveland desired to see and talk with 
Judge Lochren before appointing him. 

There is a well-supporied report to-night that 
Gen. E. 8. Bragg of Wisconsin will be appointed 
Minister to Brazil. Gen. Bragg was an appli- 
cant for the Mexican mission, which has been 
raised in rank since he occupied it. The Bra- 
zilian mission is paid $12,00CU, the same as the 
Mexican mission when Gen. Bragg held that 
post.

MERCIER TALKS TREASON 


HIS VOICE RAISED FOR CANADIAN 
INDEPENDENCE. 


INCIDENTALLY HE POINTS OUT THE 


ADVANTAGES OF ANNEXATION—IN- 


DEPENDENCE FOLLOWED BY ANNEX- 


ATION SEEMS TO BE THE PRO- 


GRAMME HE HAS MARKED OUT. 


MONTREAL, April 4.—Ex-Premier Mercier of 
Quebeo spoke here to-night on the future of 
Canada. Mercier was Prime Minister of this 
Provinee from 1886 to 1591, when his Govern- 
ment was dismissed by Lieut. Gov. Angers for 
gross corruption in connection with the Baie 
des Chaleurs Railway deal. 

The Lieutenant Governor's action created 
quite a sensation at the time, and Mercier 
posed as a martyr and appealed to the Province 
to vindicate him. The people, however, by an 
overwhelming majority ratified the Lieutenant 
Governor's action, and Mercier and his party 
were almost wiped out of existence. 

Since then Mercier has been a dead man polit- 
ically. He is now seeking to rehabilitate him- 
self by espousing the cause of Canadian inde- 
pendence, and to-night made the opening 
speech of his campaign. 

The speech was delivered at Sohmer Park, a 
popular resort, and an admission fee of 10 
cents was charged, the proceeds being devoted 
to the erection of a French Canadian bali in 
Montreal. Owing to his recent political mis- 
fortunes Mercier’s health has suffered conaider- 
ably, and his speech, which he had been care- 
fully preparing for months, lacked the fire and 
vigor of former days. it was, however, a care- 
ful study of the great question that is now agi- 
tating the Canadian public. In the course of 
his address Meroier said: 


“I do not need to tell that I propose todeal with 
my subject freely, without fear, and withont feebie- 
ness, but alee without hatred toward England, and 
with all the respect that is due to one of the greatest 
nations of the «lobe. 

“l am French by origin, education, and sentiment, 
but I am not an Angiophobe. I admire Engiish- 
men, but Engiand has been indifferent to us. ad- 
mit that it has done good to us, but I believe it has 
done us more harm than good, and that if we French 
panes as especially have prospered, it has not been 

er fault. 

“We have contributed considerably to the fortunes 
of her merchants and manufacturers, as we have 
always generously paid the Governors she has sent 
us. On the whole, we owe nothing to England, and 
we may separate ourselves from her when a major- 
ity constitutionally decides to do so without any 

angs of conecience and witheut any shedding of 
ears.” 

Mercier claimed that the union of Upper 
and Lower Canada had been accomplished with 
the hope of-wiping out the French element, but 
it had not succeeded. As to the confederation, 
he declared this seheme had also been framed 
inaspirit hostile to the Frenoh element. In 
place of the several Provinces of the Dominion 


being sovereign States of the American union, 
it was the sovereign chief power which had 
been ceded to the Federal authorities. 

Millions of dollars which had belonged to the 
Province of Quebec had also gone into the Fed- 
eral chest and had served to enrich other 
Provinces. Quebeo was also denied ita proper 
share of representation. Mercier continued: 


“I understand, and rom understand, ali the re- 
sponsibility I assume; all the animosity to which [ 
expose myself; all dishopestand maltivious attacks 
to which I will be subjected, because | dare to look 
the future of the country in the face, and deal with 
itsquarely. But I will expose myself with a light 
heart to all those dangera. 

** All I ask before I am hanged—if I am to be—is to 
see hanged befure me the signers of the annexation. 
ist manifesto of 184Y, as wellas the Tory leaders who 
are now urging Orangemen to resist home rule.’’ 

As to the great question before them, Mercier 
said the Canadian age es had arrived at a stage 
in their career when they must make up their 
minds what their futare was tobe. A study of 
thia grave question resolved iteelf into a choice 
of the following: A continuation of the statu 
quo, political union with the United States, or 
independence. 

Imperial federation had never been taken 
seriously in the country, and it had just received 
ita death-blow from Gladstone, who declares it 
a Utopian idea. 

“Letus examine other alternatives, Should we, 
or rathercan we, remain in statu quo! I do not be- 
lieve so. ‘ihe political constitution which we have 
had since 1867 was iutended by its founders only as 
a temporary arrangement, simply asa means to pre- 
pare us for grander and more iudependent rule. 

“In grouping the various english colonies in 
British North America under one Government the 
statesmen who framed the confederation had as 
their aim to render us 80 strong in population and 
extent of territory that we would be worthy of the 
respect of other nations, and capable of making such 
satistactory conditions, This idea was finally ex- 
pressed in speeches delivered by the fathers of con- 
tederation. 

“If we continue in our colonial condition, we re- 
cede; if we Dreak the colonial tie, we will advance.’’ 

As to politioal union with the United States, 
Mercier said: 

“ For many people the immediate entrance of Can. 
ada into the American Uniou is the only solution to 
the problem that the future of Canada presents. 
W hile I respect this opinion, [ do not share it. Nev- 
ertheless, as politi union may become the ulti- 
mate end of our destiny, it necessarily has ite place 
in a study of the question, and | approach this bura- 
ing subject without iear or reticence. 

“Thatin certain respects such a union would be 
of advantage to us is inoontestabie to all serious men. 
The advantages are to be found both in a inaterial 
and moral sphere. inthe material sphere, the com- 
merce of the West, the more advantageous working 
of oar wines end forests, the improvement to our 
agricultural industry and especially to our manu- 
facturing industries, which would be assured of a 
market among 656,000,000 people. 

“ Demolish the political wall which separates us 
from the United States, destroy the conditions that 
keep American capital out of our country, aud you 
would have aniupouring of riches that would sur- 
pass the most sanguine expectation. Mineral prop- 
erty, industrial shares, Goveramwent and municipal 
titles, would double in value, and this wouid in- 
Crease the richness of the people. Canadians would 
not emigrate w the United States owing to lazi- 
ness, Caprice, or want of patriotism. It is necessity 
that chuses them from the country; that makes 
them take the road te the . nited States, where they 
find what they are not able to procure here—work, 
money, comtort, success, and advancement in all 
careers, 

“But in going to the United States they do not 
take their leave of their native country. Change 
our political condition, ameliorate our economic 
situation so that Canada will offer natural ad- 
vantages that they find in the neighboring republic, 
and you will see them return to this country, which 
they have not ceased to love, aud from which they 
have been only driven by nécessity.”’ 

Mercier also pointed out that political union 
with the United States would bave the effect 
of removing Canada’s enormous public debt, 
jhaproving the credit of its industrial compa- 
nies, reducing the cost of Government adminise- 
tration, and increasing the influence of French 
Canadians as a race by attaching them more 
strongly to millions of French Canadians now 
in the United States. 

“French Canadians have nothing to fear from 
political union from a religious point of view. The 
Constitution of the United States is so free as to ren- 
der absolutely impossible any contiict of a politico- 
religions nature. Neither is there a country where 
Catholic religion is freer or more respected, so that 
French Canadians cuuld always count on co-opera- 
tion ef twelve or thirteen millien Catholics who al- 
ready live in the United States, 

“such are the principal advantages that political 
union with the states would ha:e. [ admit that the 
are of sucha nature as Ww justify the feeling which 
is growiug more and more pronounced in favor of 
euch union.” 

Mercier pointed out that the instance of 
Louisiana, where the French had been wiped 
out, was not applicable, asthe French Canadi- 
ans were in*a wuch stronger position as a race. 

“ But despite all natural and other advantages 
which would follow from political union with the 
States, I advise my compatriots to ask for independa- 
ence for four leading reasons, Yiz.: From necessity 
from patriotism, owing to the natural advantages of 
independence, and because We are capable of exist- 
ing as an independent people.’’ 

Mercier claimed that independence would be 
necessary before political union withthe United 
Btates could be accomplisbed, if it were desira- 
ble. Political union could only result from 
treaty, and it would be impossible for Canada 
to eifectsuch atreaty until she was an inde- 
pendentcountry. 

Tbe day has arrived when Canada should be 
free from all European entanglements and take 
her place among ihe vations of the world. Great 
material advantage would follow from inde- 
pendence. The most important of all would be 
that Canada would have tke power to make her 
own commerotal treaties. 

“Why is it that Canada remains stationary! Bo- 
cause after 40U years of ©xistance she has pot yet the 
right to make her own treaties of commerce. With- 
out this right itia impossible for her to progress, 
and she caunot obtain this right without independ- 
ence. Canada has suilicient resources and people to 
enable her to exist as au independent country. 

“Asan independent country, Cavada would have 
the right to establish a furm of xovernment that the 
people cousidered best. Undoubtedly the form of 
government ohusen would be republican, for two 
reasons: 

** First—Because it was simplestand the least ex- 
pensive. 

“ Second— Beoause it would be unjust and danger- 
ous to provoke the United States, which would cer- 
tainly regard with disapprobation the establish- 
ment of ajmonarchical government alongside their 
country. 

“ We should imitate as far as possible the admin- 
istrative organisation of our neighbors, so simple 
and eo efficient, the excellence of which has been

Tes Second— Whatever advantage there might bein 
the peticient union of Canada with the United States, 
I advise that we should not ask it until we have 
enjoyed our independendence for some time, anil 
then oniy if we arrive at the gonviction that itis 
necessary to our prosperity. 

Third—This union can only be accomplished by 
treaty after a plebescite has enabled a majority of 
the people to pronounce upon it.” 

Mereier strongly urged young Canadians to 
study the question and prepare for the future. 

Attheconclusion of Mercier’s address, the 
meeting passed @ resolution declaring in favor 
of the immediate independence of Canada.

JAMES H. BEARD. 

James H. Beard, of the family of artista of 
that name, well known in this city, and famous 
equally for the originality and popularity of his 
subjects and the excellence of his work, died of 
poeumonia at his home in Flushing yesterday 
afternoon. He was eighty-one years old. 

He was the elder brother of William Holbrook 
Beard, whose fame ae an artist is duetos genius 
much akin to his. He was born in Buffalo 
in 1814. His parents, who took him to Ohio 
when he was a child, were descended from noble 
English and Scotch families. His father 
was & shipmaster on the lakes, and the boy’s 


early life was one of hardship. His mother, it 
is said, was the firat white woman who ever 
visited the trading post that was situated where 
now stands Chicago. 

He grew to manhood in Painesville, Ohio. 
His art was self-taught. He never took @ les- 
son. When sixteen years old he meta wander- 
ing sign painter, who painted portraits aleo in 
red, white, and brown, the only colors then 
availabie in the paint stores, and he concluded 
to try hisown fortune with the brush. Crude 
as was his early work, there was something 
about it that —— him patronage, and he 
found himself getting as high as $10 each for 
full length portraits. 

Passing over those early days, when he paint- 
ed anything from furniture to signs, from 
portraits to comico canvases, and  inci- 
dentally left his art to be a riverboat 
Captain, taking eharge of a craft owned 
by the father of the girl he married, Mary Car- 
eline Carter, he began to get fame as a portrait 
oe. and had sittings between 1836 and 

846 from Gen. Taylor, John Quincy Adams, 
Henry Clay, Saimon P. Chase, Gen. Sherman, 
and other notable men. 

He came to New-York in 1846, and was one of 
the charter members of the Century Club. In 
1848 he was made an honorary member of 
the New-York Academy of Design, but he 
did not settle in the olty permanently 
until 1870. In 1872 he was elected an 
Academican. When he came to New-York 
in 1846 he brought a picture called “ The North 
Carolina Emigrants,” which, on exbibition at 
the Academy of Design, brought a purchaser 
for $650, a high price for an Amertean artist in 
those days, and it was that work which brought 
him recognition here. 

After 1863 he practically abandoned portrai 
painting, devoting himself particularly to ani- 
mal painting, at whieh he did the work that 
will live. His brush was very prolific. 

Among his works which have met with most 
favor are “The Streets of New-York,” which 
sold for $3,000; ‘‘The Last Man,” a weird 
subject, which portrays the last man 
left by the flood, sitting on a crag 
and awaiting the closing in of the 
waters about him; ‘It’s Very Queer, 
Isu’t It?” portraying a puzzled-locking ape 
contemplating ‘the skull of an ape and 
the skull of a man, “The Land Spec 
ulator,” “The Long Bill,” “Poor Relations,” 
a wig, = Growing Danger,” “The Widow,” 
“The utual Friend,” ‘Parson's Pets,” 
*“ Morning Gossip,”’ “Though Lost to Sight to 
Memory Dear,” “Tired Ont,” “Wide Awake,” 
“Blood Will Tell,” ‘ Consultation,” ‘Don 
Quixote and Sancho Panza,” “The At- 
torney and His Clients,” “Out 
Night,” ‘There is Many a _ Slip,” 
Browney”’; “Don’t You Know Me”’; 
‘You Can’t Have This Pup”; “My Easter’s 
All 8poilt’’; ‘*I Don’t Believe One Word of It’’; 
**Detected Poachers”; “ The Mississippi 
Flood,” and “‘ Don’t You Come Here.”

ABRAHAM PEREIRA MENDES. 

The Rev. Abraham Pereira Mendes died at 
137 West Forty-ninth Streets yesterday, atter 
an illness of a few weeks. 

He was born in Kingston, Jamaica, on Feb. 
19,1825. He was educated for the Jewish min- 
istry in London ohiefly by the Rev. D. A. de 
Sola and Rabbi David Meldola, who was ecclesi- 
astical chief of the Spanish and Portuguese com- 
munity of England. It was from Rabbi Meldola 
that he received his diploma. 

Mr. Mendes was one of the first to preach 
among his people in English, the language for- 
merly used being Spanish. His first charge was 
at Montego Bay, Jamaica, but the ill health of 


hia wife obliged him to return to England, 
where he became minister of the Birmingham 
Hebrew congregation. 

From Birmingham Mr. Mendes was trans- 
ferred to London to be the head of a large com- 
munal iratitution, a position which he resigned 
to become the Principal of Nerthwioek College, 
an institution attended by Jewish scholars from 
almost every land. 

After the death of Dr. Altom, chief rabbi of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Jews, Mr. Mendes 
was made their ecclesiastical head. In 1883 he 
came to America and became minister of the 
congregation at Newport, R. I. 

He was Well known as anauthorof textbooks. 
His Post-Biblical History, Law of Moses, or 
Catechism of the Jewish Faith are much used 
in this country. His interlinear Hebrew and 
English Prayer Book is familiar to all of his 
faith, and his translations of the Prayer Books 
of the German Hebrew school gave him a high 
eee in Hebrew soholarship. A volume of Mr.

Edwards came to this country last November, and 
lived alonein a room at 124 Fourth Avenue. He 
was taken sick with pneumonia last Thursday and 
was cared for by friends tl Saturday, when it be- 
camé becesaary to remove him to the hospital, Mr 
Mdwards is said to have had wealthy relatives in 
England. He wae about fifty-one years ofage. The 
burial was in St. Mionael’s Cemetery, Long Island.

THE REFORMED CHURCH. 


The Board of Direction of the Reformed 
‘Church in America yesterday held an opening 
reception in the new Reformed Church Build- 
ing, 25 East Twenty-second Street.

THE CONSOLIDATED RATIFIE£S, 


ACTION OF THE NEW-YORK, NEW-HA- 
VEN AND HARTFORD STOCKHOLDERS. 


NEW-HAVEN, April 4.—A special meeting of stock- 
holders of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad to ratify a resolutien of the General Assew- 
bly and a number of railroad leases was held here 
to-day. 
President Charles P. Clark was in the clair and 
made a fifteen-minute address explaining the pur- 
poses for whioh the meeting was called. The stock- 
holders then unanimously voted: 
In favor of acceptance of the resolution of the 
General Assembly of Connecticut, amending the 
charter of the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company, approved March 2, 1893; in 
favor of acceptance of ‘‘an act concerning the Provi- 
dence and Worcester and the New-York, New-Ha- 
ven and Hartford Railroad Companies,’’ passed Feb. 
24, 1893, by the General Assembly of Rhode Island; 
in favor of the resolution approving the lease of the 
Old Colony Railroad; in favor of the resolution ap- 
proving the lease of the Berkshire Railroad; in favor 
of the resolution approving the lease of the Stock- 
bridge and Pittstield Kailroad; in favor of the reso- 
lution pSpeneeing: the lease of the West Stockbridge 
Railr 
After speaking of the Old Colony lease and the 
Becessity of the acquisition ot that property, Mr. 
Olark said: “The Old Colony Railroad will bring 
to us @ large territory to be fed and to be supplied 
with raw material for its manufacturing, and will 
increase our service by furnishing freight upon 
which the average haul will be 200 miles. Unitica- 
tion of the interests will place upon this com- 
pany the responsibility of conducting substantially 
1 the traffic between Boston and New-York, 
whether by rail or by water. By a recent under- 
standing reached with the great system north of us, 
our united rail lines and water lines will be in close 
and cordial relations with the Boston and Maine 
territory, and there can be nodoubt that if these 
properties are managed with an eye to the public 
« which is in the true interest of the stockhold- 
ers, no question can ever rise as to the perpetuity, 
eae, and profitableness of the united prop- 
erties.’ 


Despite an energetic protest by Henry O. Gvod- 
win of East Hartfo: who has come to be known as 
“the great objector,” a resolution introduced by 
Judge Lynde Harrison was adopted authorizing the 
Directors “to take the necessary action to increase 
and issue from time to time the company’s stock for 
the purposes contemplated under the provisions of 
the acts of the Legislature to-day approved and 
adopted, to such extent as the interests of the 
company in the board’s judgment may seem proper.”

CHICAGO LAKE FRONT CASES. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—The suggestions in opposi- 
tion to the motion for mandates to carry into execnu- 
tion the judgment of the court in the matter of the 
Chicage lake front controversy were presented to 
the Supreme Court of the United States to-day by 
Messrs. Bristow and Choate. Together with Messrs. 
Clarence A. Seward and W. D. Guthrie, they appear 
to-day as counsel for the Illinois Central Railway in 
addition to Messrs. Jewett and Ayer, who argued 
the case before the Supreme Courtof the United 
States some months ago. In their brief, counsel say 
that the order for the issuance of mandates at the 
Febroary recess was an exception to the general 
role that mandates isece only after the end of the 


term and is of recent origin. The court has com- 
plete control over ite orders and judgments during 
the term, and no injury can result to appellee, 
counsel say, by withholding the mandate until the 
end of the term. 

In this case, they further say, the prevailing opin- 
ion was concurred in by less than a majority of the 
whole bench, four joing in it, three dissenting, and 
two declining to take part. At an early day the 
court adopted and has since adhered to the practice 
of requiring constitutional questions to be heard by 
afuall court and not to deliver judgment in such 
oases unless & Majority of the whole court concurred 
therein. This case, counsel contend, presents a con- 
stitutional | ge ag = and, under the practice of the 
court, should not have been disposed of by the con- 
ourrence of less than a majority of the court. 

The counsel for the railroad company also present- 
ed their supplemental petition for a rehearing of the 
whole case. They say tnere is nothing in the rules 
which precludes a defeated party from presenting, 
or the court from considering, a second petition for 
rehearing; in fact, there is a precedent in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, they say, for sueh 
action. In the case of the Emigrant Company versus 
the County of Adams (100 U.*S, 61) a second appli- 
vation was granted and an opinion writien and an. 
nounced by Mr. Justise Bradley and concurred in by 
the whole court, completely reversing the conclusion 
reached upon the tirst hearing. Corporation Counsel 
Miller of Chicago will file his argument in opposition 
to the petition.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


New-York, Tuesday, April 4—P. M. 

Nota trace of the buoyancy which certain 
operators have endeavored to create in the past 
few days, with the object of inducing outsiders 
to come to their relief, remained to-day. The 
market was dull and reactionary from the open- 
ing untilits close. Missouri Pacitic and Louis- 
ville and Nashville led in the decline. 

London was a seller of stocks, because of un- 
easiness caused by the failure of the Commer- 
cial Bank of Australia. This institution, how- 
ever, has been in difficulties for some time, and 
its suspension was not a matter of surprise. 
Other institutions in the same country are said 
to be in a weak condition, but London is well 
prepared for anything that may happen in that 
quarter. 

The intimation that not less than $3,000,000 
in gold is to he shipped by Saturday’s steamers 
had a depressing effect on the market, although 
not one ofthe bankers who usually ship the 
metal would say positively that any would be 
sent. Other news of the day included the resig- 
nation of Mr. Dolan from the Reading directory, 
an intimation that President McLeod may also 
retire, and semi-oflicial statements regarding 
the continuance of Mr. Villard with the North- 
ern Pacific, which leave little doubt that he will 
retire within a few weeks. 

The only feature in the final trading was the 
weakness of Missouri Pacific.

SUIT OVER TELEGRAPH TOLLS.

IT GROWS FROM THE PECULIAR FOR- 
MATION OF NORTH CAROLINA,

The Western Union Telegraph Company has 
on hand a suitof a novel sort. It arose indirect- 
ly trom the mapy bays and inlets indenting 
North Carolina. On account of the State’s 
formation no railroad has been built across 
the State connecting Elizabeth City on the 
east with central points. People who go to 
Elizabeth City from pretty much anywhere 
else take the railway to Richmond, Va., to con- 
nect for Elizabeth City. In other words, they 
go through Virginia to pass from one point to 
another in North Carolina. 

A separate railway line runs down the penin- 
sula from Richmond to Elizabeth City and has 
its private telegraph line which charges separ- 
ate tolls. 

The recent Granger legislators of North Caro- 
lina created a State commission for the super- 
vison of railway and telegraph lines, and abont 
a year ago this commission fixed rates for tele- 
graph messages inside the State at 25 cents for 
not over ten words, both sending and receiving 
otfices to be within the State. 

Not long ago K, P. Albea filed a message at 
Elizabeth City for Winston-Salem, and was 
charged 35 cents for ten words. He. brought 
the matter to the attention of the Supervisory 
Commission, and that body promptly decided 
that the charge was illegal. 

The Western Union Company appealed to 
the Superior Court, and that body also decided 
againstit. Now, probably, the oase will go to 
the United States Supreme Court, on the 
ground that a State statute such as this is void 
and cannotin any way affect inter-State com- 
merce. 

As a matter of fact, this partioular message 
was sent by the Western Union at a charge of 
10 cents above what it was obliged to pay the 
railroad line for use ofits wire. That, however, 
does not affect the case. It is a test suit to de- 
cide whether State legislation of the sort in- 
volved will stand. 





Tailors Will Help Cutters. 

The locked-out-clothing cutters are anxiously 
awaiting the result of the argument to-day be- 
fore Judge Barrett in the Supreme Court why 
the temporary injunction forbidding the officers 
of the Cutters’ Union and Samuel Gompers, the 
President of the Federation of Labor, from boy- 
cotting the goods made by the members of the 
Clothing Manufacturers’ Association should not 
be made permanent. 

The union intended to call upon the District 
Attorney to ask to have the association manu- 
facturers indicted for conspiracy for discharging 
the men for belonging to the union. The coun- 
sel for the men, Herman Fromme, advised them 


not to do anything until the result of the argu- 
ment of the injanctien shall be known. 

Mr. Gompers bad a conference with represent- 
atives ef various labor organizations, and it 
was decided to call for a congress of delegates 
from trades and labor organizations of the 
country to discuss the injunctions that courts 
have issued against labor leaders for strikes 
and boycotts, and to try to organize a labor 
political party. 

Last evening about 400 tailors held a meeting 
in Walhalla Hail, in Orchard Street, to see what 
could be done to help out the outters. Joseph 
Barondess presided, and inan opening speech 
he deelared that neither injunotions, boycotts, 
nor officers could prevent workingmen from 
boycotting wicked and oppressive employers 
when workmen had grievanoes that could not 
be other wise remedied.

DRY GOODS MEN PROTEST | 


: ——— 
WHEY OBJECT T0 THE ESPIONAGE 
OF THE FACTORY INSPECTOR. 


A VIGOROUS OPPOSITION TO SENATOR 
SAXTON’S BILL FOR THE PROTEC- 
TION OF WOMEN AND CHILDREN— 
THE MERCHANTS SAY THAT IT 18 
ENTIRELY UNCALLED FOR. 


ALBANY, April 4.—Forty firms of this State, 
employing 50,000 persons, were represented 
to-day ata joint hearing of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate and the Committee on 
Trades and Manufactures of the Assembly in 
opposition to Senator Saxton’s bill to regulate 
the employment of women and children in 
mercantile establishments. Among those pres- 
ent were James McCreery of James McCreery 
& Co., H. Henry Tompkins of Lord & Taylor, 
Isaac Stern of Stern Brothers, Mr. Schenck of 
_ Hearn & Son, William A. Moore of Edward 

Ridley & Sons, W. G. Thomas of H. O'Neill 
’ & Co., Mr. Rothschild of R. H. Macy & Co., 

Mr. Leghorn of Ehrich Brothers, and J. Wise of 
Bloomingdale Brothers, all of New-York City; 
James Matthews of A. D. Matthews’s Sons of 
Brooklyn, T. Kearin of Liebmann Brothers of 
Brooklyn, H. 0. F. Koch of New-York, and 
representatives from the big firms of Simpson, 
Crawford & Simpson, Le Boutillier Brothers, B. 
Altman & Co., F. Loeser & Co., and Aitkenson & 
Co. Benator Roesch (Dem., New-York,) Chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary Committee, pre- 
sided. 

The bill proposes to regulate the employment 
‘ot women and children in mefoantile establish- 
‘ments, and provides that the State Factory In- 
-spector shall enforce its provisiois. It pro- 
‘vides that no person under eighteen, and no 
| woman under twenty-one years of age, em- 
‘ployed in a mercantile establishment, shall 
work longer than sixty hours in a week, nor 
more than ten hours a day, or before 6 o'clock 
A. M. er after 9 P.M. No child under fourteen 
years of age shall be employed, and any person 
employed under sixteen years of age' must file 
‘with his employer an affidavit made by the par- 


‘ow nd or guardian, nor can such be employed 
“alee ag of reading simple sentences in 
the English 1 


anguage. 
The Factory Inspector and his assistants are 
' empowered to demand a certificate of physical 

Hitness from a regular physician for all chil- 

dren one in the State, and to 

such employment until a certificate is obtained. 

Within forty-eight hours of the time of an ac- 

cident in any establishment the Superintendent 

shall report to the Factory Inspector, who sball 
the same. Lavatories, weenecly 
' goreened, shall be placed on each floor. A lunc 
and room for women and chil are 
also to be provided. Beate are to be given to 
allthe employes. Women and children shall 
not be employed in tt cellars. Forty- 
Ave minutes shall be allowed for lunch. 

The Factory Inspector is empowered to visit 
and inspect all establishments at all reasonable 
hours and as often as may be practicable, nor 
shail obstruction or resistance be thrown in his 
‘way. The District Attorney is to co-operate 
‘with the Factory Inspector and prosecute any

It 
‘was shown 1n the course of the hearing that 
one of the firms represented objected to 
espionage of the Factory Inspector, but all 
Willing to co-operate to stamp out the 
buses that prevail in stores on the east side. 
fe The first speaker was Mr. W. G. Thomas of H. 
an D’Neill & Co., who made a forcible argument 
wy st bill. He said that this was the third 
ae introduction of this bill. It means 
greatdeal. All the men here of his firm began 
as boys in mercantile establishments. He drew 
B comparison between the treatment of boys 
‘who began life when they did and the boys of 
to-day, and showed that those now employed in 
ps were much better cared for thap the 
or forty years ago. He spoke of the 
first section of the bill that limited the hours of 
‘work per week to sixty, and maintained that it 
‘Was necessary to hold the boys over time in 
order to accommodate oustomers. The bill is 
unnecessary, he said. Not the first echo of 
complaint had been heard. A few malcontents 
are always found in all business. Nowadays 
every one is out of the store by 6 o'clock ex- 
cept in the busy season. talk that children 
are held fixing stock is nonsense. It may be so

. Thomas dwelt at length upon the condi- 
tion that followed emergency orders. He said 
that wedding and mourning orders must be 
filled within a limited time. 

Senator Roesch interrupted with, ** Well, that 
will necessitate the employment of more 
hands.” 

“But we cam employ only so many hands on a 
ieee. said Mr, Thomas, “and under this bill 

sere be employed after 9 o’clock at 


. Stern of Stern Brothers said that the 
rege houses were discriminated against 
y the bill, and he could not understand it. If 
any houses in New-York or Brooklyn violated 
@ny of the provisions contained in this law, 
“we,” he exclaimed, “will go hand in hand 
with you and root them out, but it is unjust 
that we should be exposed :to the prying of an 
irresponsible officer at all hours of the day.” 
Senator Saxton observed that he did not be- 
Mieve the houses represented at the hearing 
Were exposed to the features laid down in the 
bill. but there were houses in New-York that 
were. The only way to reach the latter class 
was by enacting a general bill, and he could 
not see how a house that conformed to the law 
should object to it. He suggested that mer- 
oantile houses frame a bill covering the points 
they were interested in and submit it to the 
committee as a substitute. 

Mr. Stern replied rather warmly that the mer- 
chants had never been asked to frame a meas- 
ure, but had been dragged to Albany by the 
‘women who drew the bill. 

Mr. Thomas contended that those sections re- 
lating to accidents, levatories, and the employ- 
ment of women and children in cellars were all 
covered by laws governing the Health, Police, 
and Fire Departments. 

Mr. James McCreery said that the bill cannot 
De claimed to be necessary, for all the important 

' gections are covered by State or local boards. 
Mercantile stores were overinepected now. If 
there were any complaints, the heads of the es- 
tablishments had not heard of them. The wer- 
chants of New-York were willing to accept any 
measure that was reasonable and fair. 

The salaries paid to some of the women, as 
announced by Mr. Stern, surprised the commit- 
tee. Some of them who began as cash girls now 

from $3,000 to $4,000 a year. Many of 

their saleswomen were paid as high as $20 a 
week. A range number earned from $12 to $18 
a week. If this bill passed, his firm wonld have 
to dismiss fifty boys who earn from $4 to 
.@ week and employ men. He 

-made a running analysis of the Dill, 
section “4 section, and tore its weak 
spots to pieces. The section prohibiting: the 
employment of boys or giris under fourteen

As for accidents, be suid, 
every firm took every precaution against their 
happening, because the tirms themselves were 
responsible. The conveniences supplied to the 
employes were far superior to those of the 
Albany botel where they stopped, to which 
half a dozen voices cried: “ That's so.” 

Senator McClelland created ahubbub by de- 
manding tangible proofs that the abuses that 
this bill is sipposed to cover existed. Half a 
dozen persons spoke at once, the members of 
the committee joining in. 

Mr. Leghorn said that the unrestricted power 
of visiting and regulating stores couferred upon 
the Factory Inepectors would prove extremel 
troublesome. The inspection in regard tu healt 
and safety provided for by the bill was already 
provided for by local laws. 

H. ©. F. Koch of Koch & Son said it was for 
the interest of employers to treat their em- 
ployes well, anc they generally did so. 

E. A. Newall, Secretary of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Calldren, said that as 
@ merchant he was sure there waa no need of 
the bill. The society tooxk no attitude on the 
measure, but did not suppor! it. 

Miss Woodbridge of the Werxing Women’s Bo- 
piety told of numerous experiences ghe had had 
with big firms. 

The committee will take final action on the 
bill to-morrow morning.

MORPHINE KILLED DR. CHILDS. 








END OF THE CAREER OF A PITTSBURG 
MAN OF GOOD FAMILY. 


Dr. W. H. Childs of Pittsburg, who on Monday 
night, on the advice of Dr. A. Dallas of 85 West 
Thirty-sixth Street, was taken to the New-York 
Hospital from Olave Jardine’s flat, 151 West 
Thirty-fifth Street, died three hours after his 
arrival there, and Deputy Coroner Weston con- 
curred in the opinion of Dr. Dallas and the hos- 
pital surgeon that death was due to morphine. 
An undertaker took charge of the body to await 
the will of relatives from Pittsburg. 

Miss or Mrs. Jardine was solicitous about Dr. 
Childs until she knew of his death and then was 
calm and anxious to be rid of any responsibil- 
ity in regard to it. According to her story, 
“Billy,” as she calied him in the flat, came to 
New-York to enjoy life, with ample means, 4 
yearago. They met in a Sixth Avenue restan- 


rant and were mutually infatuated, Report has 
it thatthe woman was established in the West 
Thirty-tifth Street flat by Dr. Childs, whose 
headquarters were at the Hote! Metropole. 

Last week, however, he went to ‘‘ Mra.’”’ Jar- 
dine’s, and, although stories are contradictory 
in regard to his drinking habits, it 1s believed 
that Monday evening he was almost in a condi- 
tion of delirium tremens and tried to sootne his 
nerves and get rid of a headache with anti- 
pyrine,ana afterward, but without any intention 
of ending his life, took an overdose of morphine. 
This was about’S o’clock. ‘* Mrs.” Jardine at 
7 o’clock thought that his condition was alarm- 
ing because he breathed stertorously, and after 
finding that he could not swallow brandy sbe 
summoned Dr. Dalias, who with another physi- 
cian and an ambulance surgeon endeavored to 
raliy the patient until 10:30 P. M., when he 
was moved to the hospital. 

Capt. O’Connor of the Nineteenth Precinct 
found no pretext for detaining the woman 
after she had made a statement about her re- 
lations with Dr. Childe and her discovery that 
he was in such a strait thata physician was 
needed. 

PirtspurG, Penn., April 4.—Dt. William H. 
Childs was a well-known resident of this city. 
He was the son of the late John T. and Louisa 


M. Childs, and was about thirty-three years old. 
He wasa member of the Allegheny Athletio 
Association, and took great interest in athletics 
of all kinds. He was formerly connected with 
the Posi, and was usnally given dramatic work 
He was well known both here and in New-York 
to members of the theatrical profession. 

Dr. Childs was a great favorite in local 
society, where he was always cordially re- 
ceived. His interestin valuable Filth Avenue 
property he disposed of to other heirs, and 
started off on a trip to Europe about two years 
ago. He was a great traveler,and in his brief 
liie he had been over the greater portion of the 
world. Heinvested some of his money in a 
mining venture in South America, and he had 
expressed bie intention of visiting Brazil some 
time this Spring to look after his interests 
there. 

Yhe money he inherited came to him through 
hie grandfather, Dr. Shipley Holmes. Inall he 
inherited about $70,000. 

He began the study of medicine at Jefferson 
College, Philadelphia, but did not complete the 
course, although he was generally addressed by 
his friends and acquaintances as‘ Doo.” His 
relatives here say they know nothing of his 
financial affairs, he having been away from 
home 80 long. He was in the city for a few days 
last week, but only shook hands with his 
friends. He drank heavily. and was a con- 
firmed opium eater. Two of his relatives left 
to-night tor New-York to bring back the body.

TO DIVERT THE SLATER FUND 


a ie 
AND MAKE IT OF SOME PRACTICAL 
VALUE TO THE NEGRO. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 4.—A letter read before 
the Chamber of Commerce to-day by ex-Gov. 
Bullock indicates a new policy on the part of 
the Trustees of the Slater Fund. This fund 
amounts to $1,000,000, the interest of which is 
devoted to the education of the negro, and it 
has nearly all been expended in the literary im- 
provement of the negro, teaching him Latin 
and Greek along with the lower branches,’ and 
generally ignoring the important phase or in- 
dustrial education, of which he stands most in 
need. 

The Trustees of the fund have decided to 
divert the use of the annual interest from the 
literary to the industrial eduoation of the negro. 
J. L. M. Curry, Chairman of the Board of Trust- 
ees of the fund, has been in communication 
with ex-Gov. Bullock on the subject, asking his 
opinion as to the advisability of the change, and 
also asking him what in his opinion was the 
sentiment of the leading people of the South 


concerning this. The Trustees will locxte an 
industrial school at some point in the South, at 
which the negroes will be fitted by systematic 
training for industrial vocations, and also 
taught the art of scientific farming. 

The letter read by ex-Gov. Bullock was 
listened to with considerable interest by the 
members of the board, and it was unanimously 
agreed that the proposed change was wise and 
would not only be of great service to the negro, 
but more especially to the people of the south. 
A resolution heartily indorsing the proposal for 
the location of a manual training school for the 
colored people in or near Atlanta and pledging 
the hearty support of the board in establishing 
the same upon the plan suggested by ex-Goy. 
Bullock was unanimously adopted.

WINDOWS FOR CINCINNATI. 
GRAND SERIES OF STAINED-GLASS DE- 
SIGNS FOR THE NEW CITY HALL. 


Cincinnati has a Chamber of Commerce, de- 
signed by H. H. Richardson, in which she takes 
great pride, but she also has a new City Hall, 
erected by Samuel Hanaford & Sons in a Roman- 
esque style somewhat after the Richardsonian 
sort. The City Hall has a grand staircase, lit by 
windows in a “ well,” upon which the sun does 
notshine. To fill these windows with stained 
glass has been the care of an enlightened Com- 
mon Council, and the winner in a competi 
was Mr. Edward Hamilton Bell of New-York. 

Mr. Bell is associated with the firm of Pottier 
& Stymus; it was at their establishment, 375 
Lexington Avenue, that five of the series of 
stained-glass windows for the stairs were yes- 
terday shown. There will be twelve in all, five 
of which contain coats of arms of the North- 
west Territory, the Society of the Cinolnnati of 
Ohio and Cincinnati town, and five historical 
and symbolical groups, while the remaining 
two show events in the life of the Roman from 
whom the city takes its name. 

The series of five on view will be placed along 
the first flight of the stairway, and consist of 
one broad window flanked by four narrower 
lights two by two. The colors aré very broad 


and light in tones, thin glass being used 
because there is no lirect sunlight to be 
moditied; on the contrary, as much dif 
fused .light is to be admitted through 
the stained glass as possible. The big window 
shows & wowan crowned with towers seated on 
a throne and holding the caduceus of Merour 
in herright. She wearsa red robe, fading al- 
most to white on the bosom, knees, and other 
piaces for high lights, an unusual effect in glass 
produced by bleaching out a color of the 
“ruby ” glass with chemicals. An old manina 
purple robe holds out a book of the Law to her 
touch, while a young man on the opposite side 
clad in honskin and blue tunic and carrying a 
sword, represents Order. Commerce in female 
form, having Merocury’s wings at her head and 
an autique rudder in her hand, lies at the 
foot of the throne. Near this group are 
bales, wheat in stacks, wheat growing, and 
fruit trees with fruit. In the background 
are glimpses of the Ohio River. The amaller 
windows show Agriculture with sheaves, at- 
tended by a Bymph of Pastoral Life. Liberty 
and Peace together, the former with a big flar- 
ing torch; Abundance, under a fruit tree, carry- 
ing a cornucopia and attended by Industry, 
with her spindle and yarn; finally, Labor at his 
forge and Education teaching letters toa child. 
Some of the as yet unfinished windows contain 
portraits of eariy settlers; among them is Judge 
symwmes, whose daughter married Gen. . Harri- 
son, afterward the firat President of that name. 
Cincinnatiisto be congratulated on setting 
an example to other communities of decorating 
public buildings with works of art. Stained 
giass especially has many able professors in 
this country, and perhaps in time,if the new 
society for the decoration of public buildings is 
successful, New- York itself may reach the point 
of paying some attention to the decorative arts.

CONFERENCE OF HEALTH BUARDS. 


PHYSICIANS FROM MANY STATES MEET 


IN THIS CITY. 


Prominent physicians from a dozenor more 
States came tothis city yesterday to uttend 
what they consider the most important confer- 
ence of delegates from the State Boards of 
Health which has been held for many years. 
They are members ofthe State boards or dele- 
gates appointed by those organizations. They 
will meet at the Fifth Avenue Hotel at 10 
o’olock this morning. 

Among those who are in the city are Dr. Hew- 
itt, President of the State Board of Health of 
Minnesota; Dr. McCormack of Kentuoky, Dr. 
Probst of Obio, Secretary of the National Con- 
ference; Drs. Miller and Baker of Michigan, 
Surgeon General Wyman of Washington, Dr. 


Kennedy of Iowa, and Dr. Devoe of North Da- 
kota. It was said last night that twenty States 
would probably be represented. The conference 
will last for two days at least, and a visit of in- 
spection to the Quarantine station down the 
bay nay be a part of the programme. 

he principal topic of general interest to be 
discussed will be the enforcement of quarantine 
laws, with special reference to the poasibilities 
that cholera will reach the ports of this coun- 
try thisSummer. It was that this discussion 
might be held at a time when it might do the 
most good that the meeting was called at this 
time, which is two months earlier than the 
usual date. 

Among the physicians who are expected to 
take a prominent part in the meeting are some 
who have given especial attention to quaran- 
tine laws and facilities for enforcing them. Dr. 
McCormack of Kentucky, who is President of 
the conference, and Dr. Bakerof Michigan were 
two of the physicians appointed by the National 
Board of Health to inspect the quarantine 
facilities at the ports along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard which vessels from _  for- 
eign countries enter and the entire 
Canadian and Mexican frontiers. They have 
made a series of investigations along the coast 
and the frontierin connection with physicians 
from Canada and Mexico, and a summary of all 
the facilities for quarantining vessels and rail- 
road trains has been in course of preparation. 
It is expected that the results of this work will 
be reported to the conference. 

The powers of health boards under the new 
quarantine laws will be disoussed and inter- 
pretations of thelaw by competent attorneys 
will probably be secured. 

Especial attention will be asked for the 
proper carrying out of quarantine regulations 
along tho Canadian frontier. In some of the 
States, which have a large exposure, little at- 
tention to this subject has been given. 

Dr. Devoe of North Dakota said last night 
that it was a hard thing to secure a proper 
quarantining of trains bringing immigrants 
from Canada. Several hundred had been trans- 
ported into his State this year, coming West 
over the Canadian Pacific Railroad to Winnipeg 
and thence down. He said that he believed 
that this was asource of danger to the entire 
country. 

Health Officer Jenkins of this port, who was 
interested in securing an early meeting of the 
conference, sent word to some of the physicians 
last night that he could not be present to-day 
as he had business which required his presence 
in Albany.

Nellie Harrington, twenty-seven, from Bellevue 
Hospital, her previous residence having been 
at 252 West Twenty-fourth Street, and also at 
574 Second Avenue; Max Woelfel, twenty-nine, 
from his residence at 351 East Thirtieth Street, 
and Lillian Smith, aged thirty-nine, from Belle- 
vue Hospital. 

The last case is one which gives the health au- 
thorities much uneasiness. On Sanday, Lillian 
Smith, who had been admitted to the Isaac T. 
Hopper Home for Friendleas Women two weeks 

reviously, was removed in an ambulance to 

ellevue Hospital suffering, it was thought, 
from a bad attack of pneumonia. On Monday 
night, however, the doctors at Bellevue changed 
their minds, her symptoms being so suspicious 
that it was thought best to send for an Ip- 
spector of the Health Board. He oame and 
promptly decided that the woman had a malig- 
nant case of typhus. 

The Hopper Home, in whieh there are about 
thirty women at present, was disinfected ana 
fumigated.

HE D&SSCRIBES HIS TREATMENT 
OF MRS. BUCHANAN, 


MORE EVIDENCE OF A KIND WHICH 
WILL NOT HELP THE PROSECUTION 
IN THE POISONING CASE—LAWYER 
DAVISON’S AGREEMENT TO SURREN- 
DER HIS CLIENT WHEN WANTED. 


The minds of the twelve jurors sitting in judg- 
ment in the trial of Dr. Robert W. Buchanan 
for poisoning his wife are as a sealed book; but 
the thirteenth juror, as any one“ of the disin- 
terested persons attending the trial may be 
called, is beginning openly to give his opinion 
that the accused man’s star of hope is in the 
ascendant. 

The prosecution has not yet put in the expert 
side of ite case, but so far as it has gone it cer 
tainly does not seem to have secured the testl- 
mony from its witnesses which was expected 
when they were put on the stand. The theory 
of the prosecution suffered again yesterday 
when Dr Burnette C. McIntyre, who attended 
Mrs. Buchanan in her last illness, was on the 


stand 
The courtroom was crowded yesterday when 


Recorder Smyth took his seat in Part III. of 
Generali Sessions. Buchanan looked well, and his 
lawyers, Messrs. Brooke, Knight, O'Sullivan, 
and Davison, were radiant.¢The morning session 
was dull an stupid, so much time beimg lost 
that the patience of the Recorder and of almost 
every y else gave out. Nathan Klein of 132 
East hty-fourth Street was the first witness. 
An hour was wasted in legal squabbling over 
an affidavit which Klein was wanted to identify 
ashaving been made before him. It was a 
declaration by Dr. Buchanan that he owned 
the West Eleventh Street house in which he 
lived. 

Mrs. Eliza Ruddy, an elderly woman who 
keeps a lodging house at 161 Western Boule- 
yard, was the next witness. She was garrulous, 
and wanted to tell allshe knew without going 
through the regular questioning process. It 
was all that Recorder Smyth, the District At 
torneys, and even the counsel for the defense 
could do to restrain her. 

Her testimony was not particularly pertinent. 
Buchanan, after he had remarried his second 
wife, went to live with her and his little girl at 
her boarding house. She had known them by 
the mame of Reed. Mr. Brooke did not cross- 
examine her. = 

Annie Florence Warren, a pale little woman, 
the wife of Henry L. Warren, Buchanan's old 
friend, said that on the day after Mre. Buchanan 
died the doctor was at her house to see her 
husband. She was told by Buchanan that his 


wife had died. Heasked Mr. Warren to go to 
the house with him, as he did not like to be 
there alone with the body. 

Buchanan called on her again after his trip to 
Halifax, and she asked him if it was true that 
be had remarried his first wife. He answered 
that it was @ base lie, but thatif he had it was 
nobody’s business. Later, in May, the dootor 
told her that he wished he had cremated his 
wife's body, as then he could sue the newspaper 
that was hounding him. He said he would do it 
any way when he got out of his trouble. 

here was a dull hour while the District At- 
torney was getting’ in the conveyance of the 
West Eleventh Street house from Mrs, Buchanan 
te Dr. Buchanan and from him to Lawyer 
Herbert Knight. The second conveyance was 
made long atter Buchanan's arrest. The certif- 
jcate of marriage of Buchanan to his divorced 
wife was also put in, showing the date of the 
marriage to have been May 16, 1892. 

Henry C. Dorsch, keeper ofa “café and Dill- 
jard parlor” at 15y Boulevard, said that in the 
latter part of May Lawyer Charles E. Davison 
introduced him to the accused man, but not as 
Dr. Buchanan, though as adooctor. Later, Dav- 
ison told him tivat the doctor, who was his oli- 
ent, wanted a place where he could keep quiet 
for a week ortwo. Buchanan was satistied with 
the accommodations the witness found for him 
at 161 Boulevard, and brought there, from the 
Hotel Hamilton, a “* young, very good-looking, 
red-headed woman,” whom he introduced as 
his wife, and a young girl whom he introduced 
as his daughter. He asked the witness to cet 
an ex wagon to bring his trunks, that had 
no name on them, so that his movements could 
not be traced by pewspaper reporters. 

“ Did you ever ask Dr. Buchanan why he re- 
married his divorced wife?” was asked. 

“Yes, and be said that he was satisfied that 
the things he hed heard about her, which 
taused him to get a divorce, were untrue, and 
that he loved her very much.” :

The question 
was what she was dying of. I spoke of chloral 
idiosyncrasy. Dr. Buchanan spoke up and said 
that he could disabuse Our mind of the theory 
of chloral narcotism. He said his wife had been 
treated by Dr. Janeway, and he had prescribed 
cbloral for her in much larger doses than the 
single dose she had taken under my preacrip- 
tion. 

* You excluded the theory of chloral narcot- 
ism on account of that statement?!”’ 

“Wedid. We then took into consideration 
cerebral apoplexy, ur@mia, and embolism. We 
made eXamination for uremia, and found no 
albumen. So we dropped that from considera- 
tion. The test we made to discover urzmia, 
while a general one, is not infallible, 

* We next took into consideration embolism. 
That is the carrying of a foreign body by the 
circulation toward the brain, orin some other 
direction, until it comes to a passage too small 
for it to pass through. Itthenclogs. We ex- 
cluded embolism because in the morning I had 
examined her heart and found it about normal. 

“We then took cerebral apoplexy into con- 
sideration. We diagnosed the case as cerebral 
apoplexy because everything elee thatit might 
have been was abaudoned. Dr. Buvhanan had 
told us that her father had died of apoplexy.”’ 

“Did you preseribe anything after making 
that diagnosis!”’ 

“No, we did not. She was not in a condition 
to take medicine. We thought she would die 
every hour. It was a hopeless case. We re- 
mained there until 12 or 1 o’clook purely out of 
courtesy. toa brother practitioner whose wife 
was dying. 

“TI called at 10 o’clock the next morning. She 
was in the same profound coma. Her respira- 
tion was the same. Her temperature was 105. 
Her face was very florid. I placed my hand on 
her forehead, and it was very hot. I then 
thought that she had cerebral apoplexy with- 
oOutadoubt. I wasseure of my diagnosis then, 
but the night before there was an interrogation 
point there.’’ 

The cross-examination of Dr. MoIntyre will 
be taken up this morning.

8MITH MADE A TARGET IN THE 
BOARD OF ALDERMEN.

The Aldermen had something to say about 
Aldermanic courtesy yesterday. A resolution 
fixing April 18 as the date for the hearing on 
the application of the Metropolitan Traction 
Company for permission to extend the line of 
the Columbus and Ninth Avenue Railroad 
-through One Hundred and Tenth Street to 
Lenox Avenue was under consideration. 

Alderman Samuel Wesley Smith, who comes 
from the Eleventh District, moved to amend by 
changing the date April 18 to April 25. 

This amendment got through all right, but 
when it came to the original question Alderman 
Owen of the Twenty-seventh Assembly District, 
aided by others, made the point that Dr. bmith, 
who is as pleasanta mannered gentleman as 
there isin the board, had violated Aldermanic 
courtesy by interfering ina matter which did 
not concern his district. 

Dr. Smith politely averred that he had no 
such intention, and that he would be very glad 
tohave any of the Aldermen who represent 
districts through which the proposed extension 
is projected, make the amendment. 

‘or some reason or other Alderman Owen 
was wroth, or pretended to be wroth, over the 
action of the mild-mannered Dr. Smith. 

“Why,” be said, “this gentleman was dis- 
courteous. He does not live within five miles 
of the proposed road. Ishall vote to rebuke 
this insult.”’ 

Several otber Aldermen thought that they, 
also, ought to rebuke something. It might not 
have been very clearin their minds what they 
wanted to rebuke, but when it comes to re- 
buking the average Alderman is in fine fettle. 

So they rebuked. ’ 

The original resolution was lost, and the 
trifler with Aldermanio courtesy was xyebuked. 
This leaves the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany’s application where it was at the time it 
was originally made. The application will be 
renewed. 

An explanation of the rebuking may be found 
in a remark made by one of the Aldermen after 
the meeting. 

“These Metropolitan Traction ople,”’ he 
said, “seem to think that the Aldermen will 
tall right into their arms as soon as they make 
anapplication. We will teach them a lesson.” 





Ferryboats in a Fog. 

Suburban residents who are compelled to use 
the ferries either from New-Jersey or from 
Staten Island had a hard time yesterday morn- 
ing. The cause of their trouble was a fog which 
obscured, everything on the face of the water 
and earth between the hours of 6:30 and 8 
o'clock. Before that time there was not the 
slightest trace of it. It seemed to drop from 
above without the slightest warning, and at 
6:30 it had practically suspended the business 
of the ferryvoats. 

There was but one accident, and that wasa 
trifling one, The Staten Island ferryboat West- 
field, whichis run as an extra from Stapleton 
to accommodate the beer wagons and milkmen 
early in the morning, collided with two scows 
laden with stone. The Westfield struck the 
scows head on aud damaged her forward rudder. 
She reached her = at the footof Whitehall 
Street all richt, taking an hour and a half to 
make the trip. 

The Hamilton Avenue Ferry to Brooklyn was 
also bothered, and the usual headway of the 
boats, which at that hour in the morning is 15 
minutes, was lengthened to 35 minutes. The 
Hudson River boats were also delayed.

pees Sr: FS 
AND SOMB DRAWINGS SIGNED WITH 
WHISTLER’S BUTTERFLY. 


The Art Commissioner for Sweden to the 
World's Fairis Mr. Andera L. Zorn; he is at 
present in New-York and a series of his etch- 
ings is to be seen at the Keppel Gallery, 20 East 
Sixteenth Street. Mr. Zorn is not an etcher 
only, for in Paris his oils and water colors have 
attracted notice; but these prints are sufficient- 
ly remarkable to insure a careful examination 
by all who are fond of black and white. 

The New-York Etching Club showed a print 
ofthe artist at work with his wife standing 
near. At Keppel's there isa portrait of Ernest 
Renan, which brings out clearly the easy-going 
bourgeois personality of the man and the big, 
highly-colored thick nose. He is lounging in an 
easy chair, near a table covered with books. 
“Portrait of Mlle X.” is ahalf length of a 
young woman done with great snap. “ The 
Model” reoalle the most uncompromising nudes 
by Rembrandt in the summary fashion of its 
drawing, the heavy type of the woman, her bold 
shamelessness, and a complete avoidance of 
beauty of form. Like many moderns, Zorn 
seems to be afraid of being pretty, and abso- 
lutely to relish the harsh and ugly. This be- 
trays itself in the coarseness’ of his strokes 
and strong variety in light and shade. ‘The 
Standing tigure of Hildebrand Key in ‘“ ‘The 
Toast” is an instance in point. The thick 
eyebrows and beard are given with few heavy 
lines. If the man in life has any good looks 
at all, these are omitted, but we get very 
powerfully rendered his big animality. Such 
etchings are like the open-air impressionist 
pictures; they have tremendous carrying pow- 
er, and, though small, can be seen at a great 
distance ou the wall to better effect than near at 
hand. They are just the opposite of certain 
etchings by Whistler, which look like the marks 
of spider legs when examined closely, and have 
a dainty, fairylike effect at a proper distance. 
Among the portraits are those of M. Faure of 
the Paris opera seated in skullcap at the piano, 
and of the “ Grefve,” G. von Rosen, both life- 
like, vigorous, masculine pieces. 

The Keppel shop has just now a series of three 
amall druwings by J. Whistler, consisting of 
portraits of Mrs. Leyland, wife of the gentle- 
man for whom he painted the famous peacock 
room, and of the two Miss Leylands, both 
young girls. Each is signed with the Whistler 
trademark, which looks like the impression left 
by @ Palwozvic butterfiy ina rock. Mra. Ley- 
land is a handsome lady, seated in her chair, 
front face. ** Fan” is seated, full length in pro- 
file, and is a charming young person to look at. 
“Flo” stands fronting, with her hoop, and has 
her bair all about her. The last is well known 
in the etching, but this preliminary drawing 
does not show the legs. Oddly enough, when 
Mr. Whistler lengthened the etohing to a full- 
length he made a grievous error of proportion 
in that part of the figure, so that the pretty 
child is entirely too big from the waist down- 
ward, and her feet do not stand frm and well 
Planted on the ground.

MORE ELEVATED ROAD LUCK 


—_@————— 
TWO NARROW ESCAPES FROM VERY 
SERIOUS ACCIDENTS. 


A LOCAL TRAIN RUN DOWN BY A SIXTH 
AVENUE LINE EXPRESS—THE SMASH- 
UP OCCURRED IN THE FOG—PANIC 
AMONG CROWDS OF PASSENGERS, 
BUT NOBODY SERIOUSLY HURT. 


A scene of panic and excitement was created 
yesterday morning at the elevated station at 
One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street and Eighth 
Avenue by the collision of the 7:31 express 
train from One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street 
with the local train, which had just left the 
station. 

The platform of the station was crowded at 
the time, but, owing to the dense fog that pre- 
vailed, the first indication received of the ex- 
press train’s approach was when the shrill 
whistle ofthe engine gave the signal to put 
down brakes. The next moment the orash of 
the colliding trains was’ heard, mingled with 
the cries of women and children, who rushed 
frantically dowz the stairways to the street. 

So great was the confusion in the neighbor- 
hood of the station that Policeman Dolan heard 
it at & distance of several blocks, and believing 
that several persons were injured, he sent for 
an ambulance from Manhattan Hospital. When 
the passengers were taken from the wrecked 
car it was found, however, that no person was 
80 seriously injured as to require medical treat- 
ment. Engineer Shelly of the express train 
and Fireman Gangle were badly bruised, but 
they refused to go to the hespital. 

Col, Hain, the General Manager of the road, 
said that the collision was to be attributed to 
the fog and to negligence on the part of the 
engineer, and that he would investigate the 
matter without delay. 

The track was cleared in about a quarter of an 
hour, and the engine of the express train and 
the rear oar of the local were sent to the shops 
at One Hundred and Fifty-tifth Street for re- 
pairs. The damage they sustained wus slight. 

Frank Horn of 2,433 Eighth Avenue, who 
was on the platform of the station when the 
collision occurred, said that the wildest con- 
fusion and excitement prevailed among the 
crowd. The rear car of the local had just 
cleured the platform when the express train 
struck it and sent a shower of ashes and cinders 
down into the street. A general rush was made 
for the stairways, and several women were 
thrown into hysterics.

ALMOST A DISASTER. 


TRAIN ON A BROOKLYN ROAD WITHIN 
AN ACE OF DERAILMENT. 


Three hundred persons who started for New- 
York yesterday morning over the Brooklyn- 
Union Elevated Railroad came near getting 
somewhere else instead. The train was from 
Ridgewood and had stopped atthe Grand Ave- 
nue station, on Myrtle Avenue. 

Just south of the station the old Park Avenue 
Road formerly branched off. This partofthe road 
was abandoned some time ago, and the struct- 
ure, including the iron columns, beams, rails, 
ties, &o., is being taken down and set together 
again in East New-York, where an extension of 
the road is being built. A construction train, 
with a dorriok, lifts the pillars as they are 


taken out of the ground and carries them and 
the other material away. 

The Park Avenue Road has now been torn 
down to within thirty feet of the Ridgewood 

toad, on Myrtle Avenue, and the span ends 
abruptly over a liquor saloon, the upper stories 
of which were out away when the curve was 
put in. 

The switoh of the Park Avenue spur was open 
yesterday morning and the signal in the tewer 
Was set aguinst the Kidgewood train. The engi- 
neer, Who says the conductor pulled the bell for 
him to go ahead, pulled back the lever notwith- 
standing the danyer signal and the train start- 
ed. The engineer trusted to luck and expected 
the signal operator to close the Park Avenue 
awitoh, but the signal man did not turn the 
switch, and the train started around the curve 
at a lively rate. 

The engineer reversed his lever and the train 
stopped with a series of shocks that frightened 
the passengers, and came near creating a panic 
when it was seen where the train was going. 
The engine was running backward, and the 
trucks of tho tender ran off the ends of the rails, 
and the wheels were broken by bumping on the 
iron structure. There was a shower of wood 
and ironin the street. It was a narrow escape. 

The passengers Walked on the track to the 
station. The engine was partly wrecked, and 
the engineer's arm was injured. The engineer

SIX YEARS IT COMPELLED LIEUT. COL. 
HANLEY TO LIVE ON LIQUID FOOD. 


Lieut. Col. Timothy Hanley died Monday 
evening at the home of William Sage, 231 East 
One Hunéred and Twenty-eighth Street, where 
he had been living for the last twenty years. 
Col. Hanley received a bullet wound in a skir- 
mish at Smithfield, Va.,in 1864, the bullet en- 
tering his left lung and passing through his 
body. He was also wounded in the arm during 
the same engagement. The chest wound gave 
him constant trouble, and finally caused his 
death. For six years he had lived entirely on 
liquid food. 

Col, Hanley was born in Tipperary, Ireland, 
about fifty-eight years ago. He began his mill- 
tary life in the Fourth Dragoons of the British 
Army, and served in the Crimean war and in 
India, and was in the sieges of Sebastopol 
and Lucknow. He received many medais from 
the British Government in recognition of his 
services. He became a commissioned officer in 
the British Army, but resigned and came to 
this country in 1859. 

Gov. Fenton commissioned him Adjutant of 
the Ninth New-York Cavalry, and he afterward 
became Lieutenant Colonel of this regiment. 
He served through the war under Gen. Sheri- 
dan, and took part in forty-two engagements. 
Returning from the war he served four years as 
Inspector in the New-York Custom House. He 
then engaged in the liquor business for a num- 
ber of years, but sold most of his property 
some years ago. He owned a hotel in West- 
chester, N. Y., which he sold only a short time 
before his death. 

Col. Hanley was unmarried, and it is not 
known that he has any relatives in America, 
He was a memberof John A. Rawlins Post, 
No. 80, G. A. R., and of the Limited Order of 
Friends, and was a Past Commander of Philip 
Lambrecht Post. 

The taneral will take place to-day at 1 o’slook 
at the home of William Sage, 231 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-eighth Street. The inter- 
ment will be in Cypress Hills Cemetery.

MR. SHEEHAN SAYS HE IS NOT OP- 
POSED TO MR. CROKER’S CANDIDATES. 


ALBANY, April 4.—During Mr. Croker’s stay 
in Albany he will attempt to accomplish a feat 
that has been on his mind all Winter, but in 
which he has been frustrated by the obstructive 
tactics of Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, who is slowly 
gaining the reputation of the“ bad boy of the 
Demooratioc combination.” 

For several months two vacancies have ex- 
isted in the Board of Regents of the State Uni- 
versity, caused by the deaths of Francis Ker- 
nan of Utica and George William Curtis of 
Staten Island. Eight or nine weeks ago the 
Legislature solemnly appointed a committee to 
solect names to fill the vacancies, but the com- 
mittee has fallen asleep, apparently, or forgot- 
ten its vocation. Mr. Croker expressed the hope 
that the Legislature would bestow the honors 
upon Dr. F. J. Stimson, the celebrated New- 
York physician and surgeon of the Seventh 
Kegiment, and Bishop MoNierney of Albany, 
she latter’s appointment to counterbalance that 
of the Episcopal Bishop Doane of Albany, 
which was made two years ago. 

But the Tammany Chief ran foulof an ob- 
struction, as he and Speaker Sulzer did last 
week when an effort was made to pass a resolu- 
tion to adjourn the Legislature sine die April 
14, and they found in their way the same cause 
that they found last week—the bad blue-eyed 
boy from Buffalo, When Mr. Sheehan was ques- 
tioned he made light of his reported opposition. 

“There will be no opposition whatever to the 
election of Bishop MoNierney,” he said, *“ and 
at no time has there been the slightest opposi- 
tion. He has been my chvice trom the very 
first. We have a Regent from our endof the 
State, and [suppose a New-York man will be 
elected with the Bishop.” 





NEW-JERSEY SCHOOL MONEY. 


—_—. 
SMALLER ALLOWANCES TO COUNTIES 
THIS YEAR THAN USUAL. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 4.—When the State 
Board of Education came together to-day to ap- 
portion the school money to the twenty-one 
counties in the State a peouliar state of affairs 
was found to exist. It was the first apportion- 
ment made under the new sohool census taken 
last year. This census largely reduced the num- 
ber of school children and greatly affected the 
money raised for school purposes. 

In Jersey City there were prior to this census 
15,000 fictitious names of children: on the rolls, 
and in Hoboken 3,000. This year the fictitious 
names are not upon the rolls, and Hudson 
County will get $30,233 less of school money 
than it formerly received. This will serioasly 
affect the county and cdmpel it to raise money 
by a special school tax or else shut up some of 
the schools. 

Essex County will receive $21,350 less than 
formerly because of its reduced school census. 
All the other counties in the State will suffer 
the same way. 

The losses that will fall to counties are as fol- 
lows: Altantic receives $500 less than last 

ear; Bergeon, $4,918; Burlington, $8,368; Cape 
May, $208; Cumberland, .749; Essex, 
$21,350; Gloucester, $5,129; Hudson, $30,233; 
Hunterdon, $7,969; Meroer, $11,049; Middie- 
sex, $6,878; Monmouth, $12,591; Morris, 
$6,911; Ocean, $937; Passaic, $9,996; Salem, 

5,650; Somerset, $4,571; Sussex, 33, $ 

Jnion, $5,922; Warren, $6,319. Outside of 
Hudson and Essex these lossés will work many 
hardships. In the sparsely-settled counties 
some schoole will be shut up while others will 
shorten their terms. 





COMMODORE GERRY'S GIFT. 


ASOLABIUM FOR THE USE OF CHARITY 
HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 


Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry has presented 
asolarium to the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction for the use of patients of the 
Charity Hospital on Blackwell’s Island. The 
gift is a memorial to his daughter, who ofton 
expressed her sympathy for these unfortunates. 

Having decided upon the form of gift, which 
the Commissioners heartily approved, asite was 
designated onasunny slope facing the East 
River, and architects were instructed to prepare 
the plans. They designed a structure in keep- 
ing with the neighboring buildings and of most 
substantial character. It is of wood, with 
foundations of stone taken from the island quar- 
ries. The interior consists of an assembly room, 
fitted with bookcases, tables, easy shairs, and 
other aids to comfort. Ten large glass doors 
open frem thia room on alower piazza extend- 
ing for a width of 10 feet around three sides of 
the building. 

A stairway at one end of the assembly room 
leads to the roof, where there is another piazza, 
and a corridor connects the lower floor with the 
hospital proper, thus affording easy access to 
the solarium at all times, and insuring to 
patients whom the solarium is intended to ben- 
efit the relief from the close atmesphere and 
dispiriting surroundings of the hospital wards. 

eavy trueses of Georgia pine support the 
roof, and the building throughout is sheathed 
with the same material. A large glass dome 
surmounts the roof, providing for abundance of 
sunlight for the interior. The entire structure 
occupies a frontage of 62 feet by 43 feet in 
dept It eost about $7,000,

The Signal Service may carry its telephone, as 
it does, by an arrangement of portable reels, by 
whiob it may throw out s Une with rapidity 
from a scene of battle to the rear, but beyond 
this feature of the Signal Service the Controller 
has decided that the oy of telephones 
cannot be made out of the appropriation for 
contingent expenses or that for incidents! ex- 
peonses for the army.

THEGOVERNOB GENERAL IGNORED,

DOMINION PARLIAMENT FAILS TO 
PRESENT HIM AN ADDRESS.

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 4.—On former ocoa- 
sions when a Governor General whose term was 
about to expire prorogued the Dominion Par- 
liament for the last time, it has been the invari- 
able custom to present him with an address 
from the Senate and House of Commons, ex- 
pressing appreciation of his services as the rep- 
resentative of the sovereign, as well as person- 
al regard and good wishes. 

On Saturday Lord Stanley of Preaton pro- 
rogued Parliament for the last time. His term 
of office as Governor General will expire in a 


few weeks. But he was not presented with any 
address. In this connection the Ottaws Free 
Press (Liberal) says: 


“ His Excellency even made political speeches for 
the Government during his tour through Western 
Ontario afew months ago. In fact, Lord Stanley 
has followed the rule of obeying his conatitutional 
advisers to its most extreme limit, and those ad- 
visere were guilty of personal ingratitude, as well 
as disrespect toward the Queen’s representative, 
when they allowed Parliament to be prorogaed with- 
out voting the customary farewell address to the 
Governor Genera!l.”’
